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Naval Air Program 
Discussed by Ingalls

HE five-year building program 

needs no introduction or explana- 
tion to anyone familiar with naval 
aviation. It is common knowledge that 
it provided that 1,000 modern, up-to- 
date airplanes, with spare parts and 
equipment, be on hand at the end of 
five years, and that immediately the 
President approved the bill on June 24, 
1926, steps were taken to put it into 
effect. 

On this date there were in the Navy 
561 naval aviators, including those in 
the Marine Corps, and 88 naval station 
pilots (enlisted personnel). 

With the aircraft procurement pro- 
gram well in hand, the personnel sit- 
uation was becoming acute. When you 
have planes, you must have men to fly 
them. A shortage of fliers already ex- 
isted, and if the condition were not 
improved, the Navy would be faced 
with the peculiar situation of having 
sufficient planes and insufficient pilots. 
Steps were taken at once to remedy 
the deficiency. This proved a more 
dificult task than was apparent on 
the face of things. It must not be 
construed that when a man success- 
fully completes the prescribed course 
at Pensacola and is given his Navy 
Wings, that he is by any means a fin- 
ished naval pilot. It takes several years 
of active fleet service to round out an 
aviator’s education, and during that 
time any number of things may arise 
to prevent his remaining in that branch 
of the service. The physical require- 
ments are rigid and many competent 
officers are disqualified for what might, 
in any other line, be considered trivial 
defects. 

The facilities at Pensacola were en- 
larged so that greater numbers of stu- 
dents could be trained, and all officers 
within the age limits were given op- 
portunity to avail themselves of this 
training. 

Still the situation did not improve to 
the satisfaction of the Department, and 
further steps were taken to bring up 
the total. 

Student aviators must be young 
men; therefore the logical place to 
turn for candidates was the Naval 
Academy. Aviation subjects were in- 
troduced into the curriculum and sum- 
mer training courses established so 
that the graduating classes have a 
Practical knowledge of the science of 
aeronautics at the very beginning of 
their naval careers, not only in ground 
work, but navigation, gunnery and ra- 
dio, under actual flying conditions. 
During the past month a contract was 
let for four of the newest type plane: 

: ype planes 
to be used exclusively for the training 
of midshipmen. 

Experimental indoctrination courses 
Were establisied at the Naval Air Sta- 
tions, Hampton Roads, and San Diego. 
These consisted of a six weeks’ course 
of intensive training in ground work 
and flight operations and was given

Four Year Rule for West Point Players 
Sug gested by Fish as Football Compromise 





COMPROMISE plan looking toward 
the resumption of athletic relations 
between the Military Academy and the 
Naval Academy was submitted to the 
Secretary of War this week by Repre- 
sentative Hamilton Fish of New York. 
The plan was included in a letter the 
text of which follows: 
Hon. James W. Good, 
Secretary of War, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Mr. Secretary: 

Pursuant to our recent conversation 
in regard to the resumption of foot- 
ball relations between the Military and 
Naval Academies, and complying with 
your request to furnish a practical 
basis for a compromise between the 
two academies, I am herewith putting 
in writing my suggestions which I 
trust will help solve the problem by 
once more restoring friendly relations 
betweer. the Army and Navy on the 
gridiron, and maintaining the high 
ideals and amateur spirit of the great 
American game of football. 

The fact that such colleges as Har- 
vard, Yale, Notre Dame, Nebraska and 
Sanford continue to play West Point 
does not mean that these colleges con- 
done or accept the present West Point 
eligibility rules as being’fair or con- 
sistent with the amateur regulations 
governing college football, but because 
the Army eleven isa big attraction to 
the public, especially when the Cadet 





Corps is permitted to accompany the 
team. I mention this fact as you re- 
ferred to it the other day during my 
interview with you. 

There are very few college grad- 
uates who enter West Point except 
well known football players. The last 
four West Point football captains have 
all been former college stars. It is 
much more important to maintain the 
principal of equal opportunity for the 
youngsters entering West Point and 
the amateur standing of American 
football than winning victories. Any 
team composed of former football] stars 
can win. What chance has the aver- 
age boy of 18 who enters the Military 
Academy to make the Army team his 
second year in competition with a lot 
of older and experienced players? 

My main objection to the present 
West Point policy is that it is un- 
sportsmanlike to turn out teams com- 
posed largely of former college stars. 
Representing the Congressional Dis- 
trict in which West Point is located, I 
have always wanted to see West Point 
win, but not under the existing six- 
year rule which, in my opinion, is un- 
democratic, as it permits Cadets to 
play three years on the Army team 
who have already played three years 
on other college teams. Every other 
large college in the country has adopt- 
ed a three-year rule, including the Na- 
val Academy, which last year was able

Green Visits West Point 


West Point (Special).—Labor and 
the Army exchanged compliments here 
May 28 on the occasion of the visit 
to the United States Military Acade- 
my of William Green, president of the 


_ American Federation of Labor, and his 


staff. 

For the first time since Queen Marie 
of Roumania was a visitor at the 
Academy an order was read suspending 
all punishments already imposed on 
cadets. The order, issued by Maj. Gen. 
W. R. Smith, follows: 

“In honor of the visit of Mr. William 
Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, all punishment tours, 
ordinary and special confinement, that 
are actually in force will be remitted 
for the period May 29 to June 13, in- 
clusive, and cadets undergoing said 
punishment will be credited with the 
tours that they should have served 
during this period.” 

Thus the graduating class will be 
left free until graduation, June 14. 

The day was climaxed with an ad- 
dress by Mr. Green in which he ex- 
pressed the belief of organized labor 
in adequate national defense and pre- 
paredness. He recalled, too, that his 
federation had given its support to 
the Citizens Military Training Camps 
and declared that it would continue 
such support. 

The labor chief and his staff arrived 
at noon on William Todd’s yacht. They 
had lunch at the academy and then, 
accompanied by Gen. Smith, inspected 
the institution and reviewed the cadets 
in parade. 

Other A. F. of L. officials with Mr. 
Green were Vice Presidents T. A. 
Rickert, A. O. Wharton, James P. Noo- 
nan, James and Matthew Woll, Secre- 
tary Frank Morrison, and treasurer 
Martin F. Ryan. John Sullivan, pres- 
ident of the New York State Federa- 
tion of Labor, Peter J. Brady, and 
Frank Taylor also were in the party. 

Mr. Green, introduced to the cadets 
by Gen. Smith, said: “We believe that 
it is inconceivable that our country 
ever would engage in an aggressive 
war. We believe in an adequate na- 
tional defense and in adequate pre- 
paredness against aggression or against 
attack.” 

“Labor,” Mr. Green continued, “al- 
ways has been apprehensive when in- 
dustrial disputes which result in strikes

Chambers, Q. M. C., for trial by the In- 
fantry Board. 

Changes are being made in tropical 
rain coats to improve wearing quali- 
ties. 

A study is being made to find a sub- 
stitute for hats, service. 


New Dress Cap. 


An experiment has just been com- 
pleted with dyeing enlisted men’s 
leather belts a cordovan color. It was 
determined that the project is not prac- 
ticable, due to the fact that the belts 
when dyed, curled at the edges. 

Samples of dress caps have been 
procured, and purchase will shortly be 
made of 1,000 of these caps for sale to 
enlisted men under recent authorization 
of the Secretary of War. One impor- 
tant change in this cap is the substitu- 
tion of a rayon cap band for the pres- 
ent cloth cap band, which gives the cap 
a much dressier appearance. 

General Rethers said that since the 
exhaustion of the stock of war-time 
trench coats, there has arisen an in- 
sistent demand in the Army for a coat 
of this type—that is, one that would 
serve both as a raincoat and as an

Expect Service Pay 
Developments Soon

PEEDY developments in the service 
pay situation, at a standstill for sev- 

eral weeks, may be expected in the 
very near future. 

After weeks of deadlock, the Joint 
Army and Navy Pay Board, headed 
by Rear Adm. Luke MacNamee, has 
a meeting scheduled for Monday, June 
3, at which it is confidently expected 
a final decision will be reached as to 
what recommendations the board will 
submit. 

From all indications the report will 
provide a joint pay schedule embodying 
the principles upon which the different 
branches are in agreement but provid- 
ing a separate scale for the junior 
grades to meet the irreconcilable dif- 
ferences of opinion that exist. Hope 
of an agreement on some one of the 
compromise suggestions however has 
not been entirely abandoned and there 
is a remote possibility that the seem- 
ingly impossible will be accomplished. 

Snell Favorable. 

Of equal importance is the develop- 
ment expected in Congress. An influ- 
ential group of senators and represen- 
tatives are pressing for immediate ac- 
tion on the resolution, providing for a 
Joint committee to investigate the serv- 
ice pay situation. Chairman Snell of 
the Rules Committee is understood to 
be favorably disposed to the resolution 
and to have held that there is no rea- 
son it cannot be brought up at the ex- 
tra session as it requires no committee 
action. 

There seems little prospect for any 
action on the pay situation at present 
with a summer recess approaching but 
sponsors of the resolution are anxious 
to get the committee created and func- 
tioning so that there will be no delay 
in getting the investigation under way 
when the regular session starts. They 
hold that the chairman can formulate 
his plans, have all available data pre- 
pared and dispose of all preliminaries 
during the rest of the extra session. 

Whatever the final form of the 
board’s report it will provide valuable 
information to the committee and will 
represent the service viewpoint. There 
are many in the different branches who 
feel that the best interests of the serv- 
ice at large would be served by the 
abandonment of the principle of a joint 
act and a return to separate pay sched- 
ules. Whether Congress would consider 
such a procedure is doubtful after com- 
mitting itself to the existing bill. If 
the board succeeds in formulating rec- 
ommendations that will wipe out the 
worst of the present inequalities and 
provide for the increase that is so im- 
peratively needed, it will earn the 
thanks of the whole service. 





Seek Educational Orders 


HE educational orders bill which 

failed of enactment in the 70th Con- 
gress was reintroduced in the House 
recently as (H. R. 3316). The bill au- 
thorizes the Assistant Secretary of War 
to place small orders for munitions of 
war and other equipment needed in the 
military service, with commercial con- 
cerns to familiarize them with their 
manufacture so as to have a ready 
source of manufacture in time of na- 
tional emergency. 

In the letter of transmittal from the 
Secretary of War, which accompanied 
the bill, it was stated that the placing 
of educational orders is not possible 
under existing law which requires com- 
petitive bidding and award to the low- 
est bidder, or manufacture, of the item 
in a government arsenal. The letter 
further stated:

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Press Views Continued Policy of Nonrecognition of Russia 


HE continuation, by the Hoover administration, of the policy of nonrecog- 
nition of the Soviet Government by the United States, is found as a common 
ground for agreement by many of the American newspapers. Many of them 
point out as one of the most impressive arguments for the support of our 
policy, the action taken by the Soviet Government in repudiating its debts. 
Another point considerably stressed is the campaign of propaganda waged by 
the Soviets both in the United States and in European countries. It is pre- 
dicted by several editors that this country will not extend recognition to Russia 
so long as the present regime remains in power. 





HE Chicago Daily News (Independent) notes: “No development has taken 
place in Russia that would warrant a change of policy toward the Soviet 
regime. Stalin and his supporters still dominate the situation, but they are 
absolute opportunists. They take one or two steps toward the right, and then 
conciliate the extremists by taking a step toward the left, despite their repudia- 
tion of the extreme faction led by the exiled Trotsky. There is much talk of 
practical concessions but illogic and unreason to the point of fanaticism still 
dominate the scene. * * * the decision of the Hoover administration to ad- 
here to the policy of nonrecognition is naturai and understandable. It remains 
for Soviet Russia to propose negotiations on a new basis—a basis showing sub- 
stantial concessions to reason and business ethics.” 





72 New York Times (Independent Democratic) comments: “The ourrent 
New Republic has a brief article by. Leon Trotsky on the future of the 
Soviet regime, of which the chief interest, we beg leave to say, is not in Trotsky’s 
immediate theme. It is no doubt of interest to know that he believes a return 
to democracy in Russia impossible. If Sovietism fails it will be replaced by 
Bonapartism and capitalism * * * What Trotsky meansis: * * * if you 
believe that Western Europe is permanently safe for democracy and capitalism, 
then you are bound to believe that the Bolshevist experiment is doomed. For 
Capitalistic Europe and Communist Russia are bound in indissoluble antagonism. 
* * * When Lenin overthrew Kerensky he was not think of Russia, but of 
Europe and the world, Russia was the tinder for setting the whole capitalist 
world on fire. The Bolshevist coup d’etat was a gamble on war-wracked Europe 
following the Russian example.” 





HE Philadeplhia Inquirer (Republican) believes: “How right Secretary 
Stimson was in his reaffirmation of the refusal of the United States to 
enter into diplomatic relations with Russia, two occurrences at opposite ends 
of the globe reveal. In Germany and China alike propaganda from Moscow 
has struck at the national security. It is clear that the Communist riots in 
Berlin were incited by Soviet agents. * * The movements of Feng Uu- 
hsiang in Honon, threatening the Nationalist Government, have found support 
from the same source. * * * Wherever there is opportunity Soviet Russia 
falls to the congenial task of making mischief for her neighbors. Why should 
the United States further her purposes by raising the ban so long consistently 
maintained?” . 


"WHE Hackensack Evening Record (Independent) writes: “The National ad- 

ministration has no thought of giving formal recognition to the present 
government of Russia. Persistent reports that the contrary was the case have 
been in circulation and President Matthew Woll of the American Federation of 
Labor wrote to Secretary of State Stimson asking what truth there was in 
the rumor. Mr. Stimson has answered to the effect that there is no intention 
to depart from the policy that was maintained by Presidents Wilson, Harding 
and Coolidge. * * * The United States has held to its stand taken after 
the first government formed following the overthrow of the Czar. The Soviets 
have never been recognized as responsible and honest. The United States sym- 
pathizes with the people of Russia, but so long as the government is dominated 
by men of the type who have held sway for twelve years it cannot admit Russia 





E Washington Star (Independent) takes this view: “Three Presidents and 

three Secretaries of State in succession, respectively, Presidents Wilson, 
Harding and Coolidge, and Secretaries, Colby, Hughes and Kellogg, have reso- 
lutely opposed recognition of Russia under existing conditions. Their opposi- 
tion was maintained with a consistency unusual under the American govern- 
mental system, in which foreign policies so often fluctuate with changes of admin- 
istration. * * * Ina nutshell, the United States declines relations with Soviet 
Russia, because that government, as now controlled, defies and flouts the rights 
and sanctity of private property, including, in particular, foreign rights and 
property, because there is steadily and stubbornly maintained abroad, including 
this country, subversive propaganda of unmistakably Russian Communist origin, 
* * * America’s recognition terms have been laid on Moscow’s table times 
without number. They have never been accepted.” 





HE New Leader asserts: “If Mr. Woll and some other labor men were to 

put one-half as much time and energy into organizing the millions of un- 
organized workers as they do into fighting the recognition of Russia they 
would be more worthy of the salaries paid them. The memorandum Mr. 
Woll presented to Secretary of State Stimson attacks the Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation for favoring recognition. He especially stresses failure of Russia to 
pay her debts. In the first place, most of the nations of the world have 
extended recognition to Russia and this no more means approval of the Soviet 
system or its policies than it means approval of the government of Turkey, 
As for debts, the United States has its origin in a repudiation of debts and 
confiscation of millions of dollars of British property as a result of the American 
Revolution. As for unwillingness to perform international obligations, it may 
be said that the government that has not sinned in some respect on this score 
is a rare bird.” 





HE Washington Post (Independent) affirms: * * * “The experience of 
the British should silence those who are working for Soviet recognition by 
the United States. Stalin’s government is sparing no effort to entice the United 
States into an arrangement through which American capital would be poured 
into the coffers of the Soviet in the hope of expanding trade. Loans and 
credit, besides diplomatic recognition of an insecure communist government, 
which is a deadly enemy of the so-called capitalistic nations, is the offer that 
has been held out to England and America. * * * Any amount of capital 
would not assure the reconstruction of the country as long as the reds are in 
control. It is a pity that some prominent Americans are gullible enough to 
lend their influence to the Soviet’s crooked schemes.” 





72 Philadelphia Record (Independent Democratic) says: “* * * Although 
diplomatic relations between the United States and Russia appear no nearer 
resumption than they have been at any time since the Soviets put themselves 
outside of the pale of international friendships by repudiating the financial 
obligations of Russia to other nations and their overt attempts to Bolshevize 
the rest of the world, there have been unofficial business transactions between 
Americans and the Russians, and if we can sell them machinery and any other 
goods they now need, with payments guaranteed, there is no reason why we 
should not trade with them.” 


HE Providence Journal (Independent) declares: * * * “There has been 
no change in the attitude of the Russian Government. It still clings to a 
policy of repudiation of its international obligations. It has not seriously

Citizenship is Denied 
to Rosika Schwimmer 


HE United States Supreme Court 

on May 27 held that the government 
has a right to deny citizenship to alien 
women who refuse to bear arms in its 
defense. The case was that of Rosika 
Schwimmer, pacifist leader of Ford 
peace ship fame, who carried her fight 
for citizenship from the Chicago courts 
to the highest tribunal. 

Justice Pierce Butler delivered the 
opinion which held that laws governing 
naturalization are to be construed to 
protect the government as much as pos- 
sible and that the United States is en- 
titled to the benefit of any doubt. He 
added that Madame Schwimmer’s 
power to influence others against bear- 
ing arms must be considered as im- 
portant. 

Justice Holmes’ Statement 

Chief Justice Holmes stated: 

The applicant seems to be a woman 
of superior character and intelligence, 
obviously more than ordinarily desir- 
able as a citizen of the United States. 
It is agreed that she is qualified for 
citizenship except so far as the views 
set forth in a statement of facts “may 
show that the applicant is not attached 
to the principles of the Constitution of 
the United States and well disposed to 
the good order and happiness of the 
same, and except in so far as the same 
may show that she cannot take the 
oath of allegiance without a mental 
reservation.” The views referred to 
are an extreme opinion in favor of 
pacifism and a statement that she would 
not bear arms to defend the Constitu- 
tion. So far as the adequacy of 
her oath is concerned I hardly 
can see how that is affected by the 
statement, inasmuch as she is a woman 
over fifty years of age, and would not 
be allowed to bear arms if she wanted 
to. And as to the opinion the whole 
examination of the applicant shows that 
she holds none of the now-dreaded 
creeds but thoroughly believes in or- 
ganized government and prefers that 
of the United States to any other in the 
world. Surely it cannot show lack of 
attachment to the principles of the 
Constitution that she thinks that it 
can be improved. I suppose that most 








intelligent people think that it might 
be. Her particular improvement look- 
ing to the abolition of war seems to 
me not materially different in its bear- 
ing on this case from a wish to es- 
tablish cabinet government as in Eng- 
land, or a single house, or one term of 
seven years for the President. To touch 
a more burning question, only a judge 
mad with partisanship would exclude 
because the applicant thought that the 
Eighteenth Amendment should be re- 
pealed. 

Some of her answers might excite 
popular prejudice, but if there is any 
principle of the Constitution that more 
imperatively calls for attachment than 
any other is the principle of free 
thought—not free thought for those 
who agree with us but freedom for the 
thought that we hate. I think that we 
should adhere to that principle with 
regard to admission into, as well as 
to life within this country. And re- 
curring to the opinion that bars this 
applicant’s way, I would suggest that 
the Quakers have done their share to 
make the country what it is, that many 
citizens agree with the applicant’s be- 
lief and that I had not supposed hitherto 
that we regretted our inability to expel 
them because they believe more than 
some of us to do im the teachings of 
the Sermon on the Mount. 

Butler Delivers Opinion. 

Following is the opinion delivered by 
Justice Butler: 

Respondent filed a petition for natur- 
alization in the District Court for the 
Northern District of Illinois. The court 
found her unable, without mental res- 
ervation, to take the prescribed oath of 
allegiance and not attached to the prin- 
ciples of the Constitution of the United 
States and not well disposed to the 
good order and happiness of the same; 
and it denied her application. The Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals reversed the de- 
cree and directed the District Court 
to grant respondent’s petition. 

The Naturalization Act of June 16, 
1906, requires: “The applicant for 
naturalization shall, before, he is ad- 
mitted to citizenship, declare on oath 
in open court * * * that he will sup- 
port and defend the Constitution and 
laws of the United States against all 
enemies, foreign and domestic, and 
bear true faith and allegiance to the 
same. It shall be made to appear to 
the satisfaction of the court * * * that 








during that time (at least five years 
preceeding the application) he has be- 
haved as a man of good moral char- 
acter, attached to the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States, and 
well disposed to the good order and 
happiness of the same.” 
A Citizen of Hungary. 

Respondent was born in Hungary in 
1877 and is a citizen of that country. 
She came to the United States in Au- 
gust, 1921, to visit and lecture, has re- 
sided in Illinois since the latter part 
of that month, declared her intention 
to become a citizen the following No- 
vember, and filed petition for naturali- 
zation in September, 1926. On a pre- 
liminary form, she stated that she un- 
derstood the principles of and fully 
believed in our form of government 
and that she had read, and in becoming 
a citizen was willing to take the oath 
of allegiance. In answer to the ques- 
tions as to whether she was willing to 
take up arms in defense of this coun- 
try, she stated that she would not take 
up arms personally. 

She testified that she did not want to 
remain subject to Hungary, found the 
United States nearest her ideals of a 





democratic republic, and that she could | 


whole-heartedly take the oath of alle- 


giance. She said: “I cannot see that | 


a woman’s refusal to take up arms is | 


a contradiction to the oath of allegi- 
ance.” For the fulfillment of the duty 
to support and defend the Constitution 
and laws, she had in mind other ways 


and had defended America in 1924 dur- 
ing an international pacifist congress 
in Washington. 

She also testified: “If . . the 
United States can compel its women 
citizens to take up arms in the defense 
of the country—something that no 
other civilized government has ever at- 
tempted—I would not be able to cem- 
ply with this requirement of American 
citizenship. In this case I would rec- 
ognize the right of the Government to 
deal with me as it is dealing with its 
male citizens who for conscientious rea- 
sons refuse to take up arms.” 

Could Not Compromise. 
_The district director of naturaliza- 
tion by letter called her attention to a

ths either the Army nor the Navy per- 
mits Freshmen to play on the Varsity, 
put as long as the Army insists on the 
six-year rule there can be no hope for 
resumption of football relations on a 
friendly basis. My compromise pro- 
posal is that the Army should adopt a 
four-year rule, which would permit a 
Cadet who had only played one year at 
college to play all three years at West 
Point, and if he had played two years 
on a college varsity to play two years 
at West Point, or if he had played 
three years at college he would be only 
allowed to play one year at West Point. 
I am confident that the Navy football 
authorities would agree to play West 
Point if the Army will adopt a four- 
year rule, even though it does not af- 
fect any West Point player who has 
already made the team. This will still 
leave a big advantage to the Army, 
as the Navy would continue to abide 
by the three-year rule, but it is a com- 
promise that could be effected without 
loss of dignity or prestige by either 
Academy. 

The Navy is not at all free from 
blame in backing out of the contract 
before its termination, which called 
for a certain number of games be- 
tween the two Academies, but if foot- 
ball relations between the Army and 
Navy are to be resumed it must be 
on a practicable and equitable basis, 
and it seems to me, in view of the wil- 
lingness of the Navy Coach last year 
to accept a compromise along the lines 
I have suggested, that it still could be 
made the basis for a mutual under- 
standing as regards eligibility rules. 

The Army and Navy are natural and 
logical rivals, and it is hoped that 
through the efforts of the Secretaries 
of War and Navy that the service 
teams will soon meet again on the grid- 
iron, and carry on the high ideals and 
traditions of that famous game, and 
of the outstanding football stars pro- 
duced by both Academies in the past. 

Wishing you every success in your 
efforts to effect a compromise between 
the two Academies, which will be 
equitable and satisfactory to both, and 
assuring you of my cooperation as one

(Continued from First Page) 
to find a suitable fabric along this line 
are under way, and a light broadcloth 
or tropical worsted for optional wear 
by officers in lieu of flannel shirts 
seems to fill the need. 

The Army has a large annual repair 
bill for spare parts for repairs to bar- 
rack chairs. The casualties to barrack 
chairs are heavy, due to the ordinary 
wear and tear they get around the bar- 
racks and to the action of the climate. 
Investigations are now under way to 
determine whether a_ suitable steel 
chair which will have a much longer 
life can be procured at a cost which 
will justify the substitution of steel 
barrack chairs for wooden ones. 

Experiments are being made with 
storm flags to determine whether the 
life of these flags could be lengthened 
by the addition of ballon cloth to the 
fly end. These tests will be made in 
the Philippine and Panama Depart- 
ments. 

Improved Tents Foreseen. 

General Rethers further stated that 
very marked tmprovements m Army 
tents are under way; that while he was 
not in a position at present to give out 
the details, improvements had been 
worked out by the experts at the Jef- 
fersonville Quartermaster Depot, at 
Jeffersonville, Ind., and while the serv- 
iceability and life of the tent would be 
increased, at the same time the manu- 
facturing process would be simplified 
and the cost of manufacture consider- 
ably lessened. It was expected that 
models of the new type of tents will, 
in the near future, be sent to The Of- 
fice of the Quartermaster General to be 
passed upon by the Quartermaster 
Technical Committee, which is compos- 
ed of officers of the Quartermaster 
Corps and representatives of the vari- 
ous using branches, and that later, 
models of the improved type of tent 
would probably be given a thorough 
service test. While the present tents 
are very satisfactory and serviceable, 
General Rothers thought there was al- 
ways room for improvement, and said 
that if the Army had not been willing 
to accept improvements and new de- 
signs and ideas, we would still be fight- 
ing with the flint lock musket and the 
muzzle-loading field piece. 
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Nation’s Defense and Arms Limitation 
Are Hoover’s Memorial Day Subjects 





| geen seg that no more appropriate tribute can be paid to our heroic dead 
than to stand in the presence of their resting places and pledge renewed 
effort that the sacrifices of war shall not be claimed again, President Hoover 
delivered the Memorial address at Arlington National Cemetery. His speech, 


in part, follows: 

Today, as never before in peace, new 
life-destroying instrumentalities and 
new systems of warfare are being 
added to those that even so recently 
spread death and desolation over the 
whole continent of Europe. Despite 
those lessons every government con- 
tinues to increase and perfect its 
armament. And while this progress is 
being made in the development of the 
science of warfare, the serious ques- 
tion arises—are we making equal pro- 
gress in devising ways and means to 
avoid those frightful fruits of men’s 
failures that have blotted with blood 
so many chapters of the world’s his- 
tory? 

There is a great hope, for since this 
day a year ago, a solemn declaration 
has been proposed by America to the 
world and has been signed by forty na- 
tions. It states that they “Solemnly 
declare in the names of their respective 
peoples that they condemn recourse to 
war for the solution of international 
controversies, and renounce it as an 
instrument of national policy in their 
relations with one another.” 

They “Agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts of 
whatever nature or of whatever origin 
they may be, which may arise among 
them, shall never be sought except by 
pacific means.” 

That is a declaration that springs 
from the aspirations and hearts of men 
and women throughout the world. It 
is a solemn covenant to which the great 
nations of the world have bound them- 
selves. 

But notwithstanding this noble as- 
surance, preparedness for war still ad- 
vances steadily in every land. As a re- 
sult the pessimist calls this covenant 
a pious expression of foreign offices, a 
trick of statesmen on the hopes of hu- 
manity, for which we and other na- 
tions will be held responsible without 
reserve. With this view I cannot agree. 

But, if this agreement is to fulfill 
its high purpose, we and other nations 
must accept its consequences; we must 
clothe faith and idealism with action. 
That action must march with the inex- 
orable tread of common sense and real- 
ism to accomplishment. 

If this declaration really represents 
the aspirations of peoples; if this cov- 
enant be genuine proof that the world 
has renounced war as an instrument of 
national policy, it means at once an 
abandonment of the aggressive use of 
arms by every signatory nation and 
becomes a sincere declaration that all 
armament hereafter shall be used only 
for defense. Consequently, if we are 
honest we must reconsider our own 
naval armament and the armaments of 
the world in the light of their defensive 
and not their aggressive use. Our Navy 
is the first, and in the world sense the 
only important, factor in our national 
preparedness. It is a powerful part of 
the arms of the world. 

To make ready for defense is a 
primary obligation upon every states- 
man and adequate preparedness is an 
assurance against aggression. But, if 
we are to earnestly predicate our views 
upon renunciation of war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, if we are to 
set standards that naval strength is 
purely for defense and not for aggres- 
sion, then the strength in fighting ships 
required by nations is but relative to 
that of other powers. All nations as- 
sent to this—that defensive needs of 
navies are relative. Moreover, other 
nations concede our contention for par- 
ity. With these principles before us 
our problem is to secure agreement 
among nations that we shall march 
together toward reductions in naval 
equipment. 

Despite the declarations of the Kel- 


logg pact, every important country 
has since the signing of that agree- 
ment been engaged in strengthening 
its naval arm. We are still borne on 
the tide of competitive building. Fear 
and suspicion disappear but slowly 
from the world. Democracies can only 
be led to undertake the burdens of 
increasing naval construction by con- 
tinued appeal to fear, by constant en- 
visaging of possible conflict, by stimu- 
lated imaginings of national dangers, 
by glorification of war. Fear and sus- 
picion will never a unless we can 
halt competitive construction of arms. 
They will never disappear unless we 
ean turn this tide toward actual re- 
duction. 

But to arrive at any agreement 
through which we can, marching in 
company with our brother nations, se- 
cure reduction of armament, we must 
find a rational yardstick with which to 
make reasonable comparisons of their 
naval units with ours and thus maintain 
an agreed relativity. So far the world 
has failed to find such a yardstick. To 
say that such a measure cannot be 
found is the counsel of despair, it is 
a challenge to the naval authorities of 
the world, it is the condemnation of the 
world to the Sisyphean toil of competi- 
tive armaments. 

The present Administration of the 
United States has undertaken to ap- 
proach this vital problem with a new 
program. We feel that it is useless for 
us to talk of the limitation of arms if 
such limitations are to be set so high 
as virtually to be an incitement. to in- 
crease armament. The idea of limita- 
tion of arms has served a useful pur- 
pose. It made possible conferences in 
which the facts about national aspira- 
tions could be discussed frankly in an 
atmosphere of friendliness and concili- 
ation. Likewise the facts of the tech- 
nical problems involved, and the rela- 
tive values of varying national needs, 
have been clarified by patient compari- 
son of expert opinions. 

But still the net result has been the 
building of more fighting ships. There- 
fore we believe the time has come when 
we must know whether the pact we 
have signed is real, whether we are 
condemned to further and more exten- 
sive programs of naval construction. 
Limitation upward is not now our goal, 
but actual reduction of existing com- 
mitments to lowered levels. ae 

Such a program, if it be achieved, is 
fraught with endless blessings. The 
smaller the armed force of the world, 
the less will armed force be left in the 
minds of men as an instrument of na- 
tional policy. The smaller the armed 
forces of the world, the less will be the 
number of men withdrawn from the cre- 
ative and productive labors. Thus we 
shall relieve the toilers of the nations 
of the deadening burdens of unproduc- 
tive expenditures, and above all, we 
shall deliver them from the greatest of 
human calamities—fear. We shall 
breathe an air cleared of poison, of 
destructive thought, and of potential 
war. 

But the pact that we have signed by 
which we renounce war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, by which we 
agree to settle all conflicts, of whatever 
nature, by pacific means, implies more 
than the reduction of arms to a basis 
of simple defense. It implies that na- 
tions will conduct their daily inter- 
course in keeping with the spirit of 
that agreement. It implies that we 
shall endeavor to develop those instru- 
mentalities of peaceful adjustment that 
will enable us to remove disputes from 
the field of emotion to the field of calm 
and judicial consideration. 








Enlisted Men Pass Exams 
AYS and means of permitting the 
excess of enlisted men eligible to 
enter the Naval Academy is being 
sought by the Navy Department. 
There are this year 125 enlisted men 
candidates who have successfully pass- 
ed the entrance examinations, 25 more 
than the legal allotment of 100. Of 
this over-run, seven have Congressional 
appointments, leaving 18 to be cared 
for. 
Two solutions are possible both by 
Congressional action. 
Twenty-five per year are allowed 
from the Naval Reserve and this year 
there are but 15, leaving 10 vacancies. 





At present there are only 16 out of 75 
that might have entered but these va- 
cancies are not cumulative, expiring 
each year if not filled. 

Forty sons of deceased veterans are 
allowed. There are seven in previous 
classes and three entering this year. 

It is probable that an effort will be 
made to have Congress pass a resolu- 
tion utilizing the vacancies in one of 
these groups to care for the deserving 
young men of the service. In the event 
that the former is utilized an attempt 
may be made to word the resolution so 
as to make the vacancies for the past 
three years available for the surplus 
enlisted men.

(Continued from First Page) 
the ensigns during their first year out 
of the Academy. 

At the completion of the course the 
students returned to their ships. Those 
who were successful are eligible, when 
they have completed the two years pre- 
scribed sea duty, for the advanced 
course at Pensacola. Very recently, 
this indoctrination course has been 
abandoned in favor of an elimination 
course in actual flight training. 

Paragraph (8) of Section (3) of the 
Five Year Bill specified that 

“On and after July 1, 1928, the num- 
ber of enlisted pilots in the Navy shall 
not be less than thirty per centum of 
the total number of pilots employed in 
the Navy on Aviation duty.” 

Classes for enlisted pilots have been 
enlarged. Any man is eligible who can 
pass a very elementary mental exami- 
nation, has a good record, can pass the 
physical examination, and does not ex- 
ceed the age limit. 

Immediately upon enlistment, re- 
cruits are examined at the Naval 
Training Stations, Hampton Roads, 
San Diego, and Great Lakes, to deter- 
mine their qualifications for aviation 
training. Those who do so qualify are 
given an elimination course; if they 
pass this they are sent to the Aviation 
Utility School at Great Lakes. After 
this they are sent to duty aboard the 
earriers where they are given the op- 
portunity to get aviation ratings and 
eventually the coveted wings. 

A schedule has been worked out 
whereby twelve classes a year are be- 
ing sent to Pensacola. So far this year 
there have been three officer and three 
enlisted classes. Whether or not this 
ratio will be continued has not been 
decided. However, the problem seems 
to be clearing up very well. At the 
present rate of acquirement it is esti- 
mated that at the end of the Five Year 
Program there will be 882 aviators and 
282 aviation pilots on duty in the Navy 
and Marine Corps.

in some communities occur lest the em- 
ployers of labor might influence State 
or Federal government authorities to 
use the military forces of our country 
in an effort to defeat striking work- 
men and women who are fighting for 
a higher standard of living and for 
the enjoyment of better social and liv- 
ing conditions. 

“We ask, therefore, that the govern- 
ment refrain from using the military 
power of our government in support 
of unreasonable employers who seck 
by force to defeat the just and legi- 
timate aspirations of working men and 
women, 

“We do not believe that it was ever 
intended that troops of either the State 
or Federal government should be mo- 
bilized and used for the purpose of 
serving as protection for strike-break- 
ers, some of them professional, in in- 
dustrial controversies. 

“I do not mean, of course, that law- 
lessness should be permitted or that 
life and property should lack protec- 
tion where and when it is necessary 
that such protection be accorded.”

EX A. C. CHIEF GETS DIFFICULT POST . 
T IS probable that no set of more numerous and delicate administrative prob- 
lems faced Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick during his term as Chief of the Air 
Corps as confronts him in the new appointment which the Senate confirmed 
this week. Gen. Patrick, together with Col. W. B. Ladue, C. E., and H. H. 
Hartman, now comprise the Public Utilities Commission of the District of 
Columbia. Pending questions for this commission, to which Mr. Hartman is 
likewise a new appointee, include the valuation proceedings of the gas companies, 
the street car merger, increased fare moves, and revaluation of the telephone 
company. Gen. Patrick’s strong endorsement by Capital citizens for this im- 
portant post indicates that his impression on the public in his Army office 
was a strongly favorable one. 





BUSINESS DRAWS KURTZ FROM NAVY 

APT. T. R. KURTZ, assistant chief of the Bureau of Navigation, will, at his 

own request, retire from the Navy on June 30, after thirty years’ service. 

Ordered to command one of the new cruisers, Capt. Kurtz’s decision to seek 

retirement came as a distinct surprise even to many of his close associates. 

With an excellent record back of him and a bright outlook in the service 

ahead, Capt. Kurtz is quitting the service to accept an attractive offer in the 
business world. 

His action brought about some changes in assignments. Capt. R. A. Kock, 
now in charge of enlisted personnel in the bureau, goes to command of the U. S. S. 
Marblehead. 

Command of the Salt Lake City goes to Capt. F. L. Oliver, now at the Naval 
War College and Capt. F. H. Poteet, now in charge of recruiting, will take over 
Capt. Koch’s desk. 

Capt. A. G. Howe, now on duty in command of the Receiving Ship, New York, 
is ordered to duty in connection with the fitting out of the Pensacola and to com- 
mand her when she goes into commission. 

Orders to Rear Admiral Ridley, which provided for his assuming his duties as 
budget officer on July 29, have been modified to permit him to quit command of 
the Submarine Division’s Battle Fleet prior to June 15 in order that he may meet 
Assistant Secretary Jahncke at San Diego for a tour of inspection of West Coast 
stations in connection with his new assignment. 





BOARD TO SELECT 45 FOR PROMOTION 
HEN the annual Selection Board convenes at the Navy Department next 
Monday, June 3, it will be confronted with the task of selecting five captains 
to be promoted to the rank of rear.admiral, seventeen commanders to be captains 
and 23 lieutenant commanders to be commanders. 

While this is an unusually large number of selections it represents, in addi- 
tion to the vacancies now in sight, seven new captains and five new commanders 
to fill any vacancies that may occur. 

The known vacancies in the admiral grade are Rear Admirals Washington, 
Long, Andrews and Jackson, and with the announced intention of Rear Admiral 
Wiley, there will be no provision made for additional vacancies that may occur. 

Retirement of Captains W. B. Wells and T. R. Kurtz and of Comdr. G. N. 
Reeves created additional vacancies that swelled the number of selections to 
be made. 

Admiral W. V. Pratt, Commander in Chief, U. S. Fleet, will head the Selection 
Board, which consists of Vice Admiral M. M. Taylor, Rear Admirals L. R. de- 
Steiguer, C. B. McVay, Jr., H. H. Hough, J. R. Pringle, F. B. Upham D. F., 
Sellers, and J. M Reeves with Comdr. C. M. Cooke, Jr., as recorder. 





WILEY RETIRES, 43 YEARS IN NAVY 
EAR ADMIRAL HENRY A. WILEY, who has just completed nearly a year’s 
tour as Commander in Chief, U. S. Fleet, will retire at his own request 
after 43 years’ service and enter the commercial field. Coming directly to 
Washington after being relieved, Admiral Wiley spent only a few days in the 
capital, leaving May 28 for New York, which will be his headquarters for the 
time being. 

His last command, the highest afloat, was the climax of a brilliant career, 
which embraced a wide range of responsible assignments. Completing his course 
at the Naval Academy in 1888, he reached the captain’s grade in 1915 and the 
following year was assigned to command the U. S. S. Wyoming. He was de- 
tached from this post in 1918 to take command of Division B, Atlantic Fleet, 
successively having command of Division 4, U. S. Fleet, to Squadrons 2 and 4 
Pacific Fleet, and in 1920 to command Destroyer Force, Pacific Fleet. Detailed 
that year to the Naval War College he was graduated in the Class of 1920, 
and after duty as commandant of the First Naval Dis‘rict, had the Battleship 
Divisions, Battle Fleet, with rank of Vice Admiral. For a period he served on 
the General Board, quitting that post for his last command afloat. 





FECHET PLANS AIR DISTANCE TEST 
HE Army’s next step in utilizing the refueling system developed on the 
Question Mark will be in the direction of greater cross country distance 
rather than sustained time in the air. This announcement comes from Maj. 
Gen. James E. Fechet, chief of the air corps, in commenting on the record 
flight of Reg Robbins and Jim Kelly, civilian fliers, at Ft. Worth, Tex. 

“The Army seeks no records,’ Gen. Fechet said: ‘The Question Mark pion- 
eered the refueling idea for endurance flights and when we had established that 
it could be done we were through. Our next efforts along refueling lines will 
be the refueling of planes on long flights, seeking distance rather than sustained 
time in the air.” 





REINICKE REPLACES KESSING 

T WAS ANNOUNCED this week that Lt. Comdr. O. O. Kessing, graduate 

manager of athletics, will soon be replaced by Lt. Comdr. F. G. Reinicke. 

_ When Comdr. J. H. Ingram returned to Annapolis three years ago as athletic 
director Comdr. Kessing proved to be his greatest aide in building up the 
athletic organization that now exists at the school. 

Comdr. Kessing made enviable records in the war with Mexico and in the 
World War. He is an expert aviator and it is understood that he will go to 
the dirigible balloon school in Lakehurst, N. J., when he leaves Annapolis. It 
has not been announced just when he will leave for his new duties. His home 
is in Indianapolis, Ind. 





S. C. NET RISES TO EMERGENCY 
FAIR GAUGE of the ability of our Army Radio Net to carry on under the 
stress of abnormal conditions was furnished during the recent war in 

Mexico. Rapidly multiplying developments placed an unusual burden on the 
Signal Companies in Ft. Sam Houston. A normal business of 7,000 to 8,000 
words per diem leaped suddenly to 14,000 or 15,000. 

_The quarters reserved for the Signal Corps at this post are of modest 
dimensions, and equipment for both reception and transmission were allotted 
accordingly. Nevertheless, Station WVB stood and delivered in such a manner 
as to win commendation both from Col. R. MeCleave, chief of staff for 8th Corps 
Area Headquarters, and Maj. Gen. G. S. Gibbs, C. S. O., when the Mexican 
crisis passed. 

The Mexican disturbances occasioned extra work on the part of the Army 
Message Center in Washington, including Sunday operation. Under this growth 
in business, as under the steady upward climb in messages sent and received 
that is normally taking place here, the Message Center also indicated that it 
could “stand the gaff.”

Mr. Rogers, in the course of witty comment on national affairs, 
gave utterance to something to this effect: 

“As I think you know, I have seldom anything good to say about Congress or 
Congressmen. But when I do hear of a good representative, it is always a 
pleasure to me to talk about him.

“In the changing, living, seething 
art of naval warfare,’ the Secretary 
said, “constant vigilance, endless devo- 
tion to work and an open mind are 
necessary for the safety of this coun- 
try and the honor of our navy. Suc- 
cess means honor to you all. Failure 
through sloth and indolence is akin to 
disgrace.” 


To Build Six Ships 


NDORSEMENT of the project of 

the Dollar Steamship Line to in- 
crease its Round-the-World service 
with six new fast vessels, by Shipping 
Board officials, is expected to be aug- 
mented by naval officials. 

The liners, larger than any yet built 
in the United States, designed to be of 
value as naval auxiliaries, would be 
650 feet long, 80 feet broad, a 25,000 
ton displacement and have a speed of 
20 knots. 

Conferences with officials represent- 
ing the Navy, Post Office and Com- 
merce departments have been held by 
Mr. Dollar and associated with him 
have been his legal representatives 
and Homer L. Ferguson, president, and 
Frederick Palen, vice president of the 
Newport News Drydocking and Ship- 
building Company, which, according to 
report, is to receive the major portion 
of the contract for construction. 

Both Chairman O’Connor and Com- 
missioner Plummer are quoted as fa- 
voring the proposal which includes a 
government loan to cover a major por- 
tion of the $45,000,000 construction cost 
as provided in the Jones-White Act. 

The project favored by the United 
States Shipping Board, although the 
government loan for the construction 
of the vessels has not yet been author- 
ized, the Vice Chairman of the Shipping 
Board, E. C. Plummer, declared. “This 
around the world service,” he said, “is 
one of the most important we have. In 
addition to that the ships will be very 
valuable as naval auxiliaries.” 


Prospects “Bright.” 

R. Stanley Dollar, Executive of the 
Dollar Lines, stated orally following 
a conference with Commissioner Plum- 
mer that the prospects for the con- 
summation of his loan from the Ship- 
ping Board’s loan construction fund 
are “bright.” He said that a subcom- 
mittee appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy and of Commerce and the 
Postmaster General to investigate his 
proposed construction plan will report 
to the respective departments within a 
few days. 

“IT must have these ships or discon- 
tinue my around the world line within 
a few years as my present vessels are 
growing obsolete,” Captain Dollar 
stated. “I am not asking for new mail 
carrymng contracts but only for an ex- 
tension of the present ones. 

The new vessels contemplated for 
the Round the World Service will be 
650 feet long, 81 feet wide, and of 25,- 
000 gross tons each. They will have a 
contract speed of 20 knots, Captain 
Dollar said, and in the aggregate, will 
cost approximately $50,000,000.

FROM A SURGEON’S VIEWPOINT 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

AM a major drawing pay for 21 years’ 
I service, $392.50 per month. I have a wife 
and three children ranging from 13 to 
19 years of age. I carry $20,000.00 life 
insurance, straight life policies, as they 
are the cheapest. 

We live well enough, but our pleasures 
are necessarily simple—we have little 
money to spend for pleasure. We do not 
average one good show or one good din- 
ner, away from home (at our expense) 
once a year. Vacation trips are prac- 
tically unknown, particularly for my wife 
and daughters. My son and I can take a 
tent into the woods and live as cheaply 
as at home, but my wife and daughters 
care very little for such trips. A motor 
trip for the whole family, to such enjoy- 
able and educational places as Yellow- 
stone Park, etc., is out of the question. 
Even week-end trips to local points of in- 
terest which involve modest hotel or res- 
taurant patronage are not available for 
us. When we travel under orders, we 
never take side trips to points of inter- 
est, but make the trip as expeditiously 
as possible—we do not have the money 
to do otherwise. 

My wife, with assistance from the 
daughters, does all the housework except 
the laundry, and even washes out many 
of the more delicate fabrics. Our dinner 
parties are kept at a minimum as to num- 
ber, and are given in our own home with 
the assistance of a fmaid hired for the 
evening. 

We do not belong to country clubs, 
fraternal organizations, etc.—too expen- 
sive. My wife takes her amusement in 
the form of movies, window shopping, 
afternoon teas, etc. I get my enjoyment 
from fishing, largely because it is the 
cheapest form of sport available in this 
section of the country. When I was sta- 
tioned in Washington, D. C., I went with- 
out. 

I buy one uniform or civilian suit a 
year. My wife has about one new dress 
a year, and a $50.00 dress is an expensive 
one for her, almost unknown. 

Our one luxury, if it can still be 
classed as such, is a car, a second hand 
coach of modest price. It is paid for, 
but we had to sell some of our very few 
Liberty bonds to do it. Such luxuries 
for the children as electric trains, bicy- 
cles, guns and the pretty but unnecessary 
things that girls like cannot be had. 

My wife and I are not good business 
people in the Semitic Sense, but we cer- 
tainly watch our expenditures. Never- 
theless, our life savings amount to about 
$1,500.00 and the cash surrender value 
of my life insurance policies. Do you 
think that my morale is of the best? 

Furthermore, I have been quite a dis- 
appointment in general as a husband. I 
have not a personality that could keep a 
woman intensely interested by itself, and 
a few dollars available each month for 
me to have spent as I might have seen fit 
in ways which appeal to women might 
have made a lot of difference to me. Do 
you think that I have any morale worth 
talking about? 

Do you think that I can recommend 
the Army as a career to my son or any- 
one else’s? 

I am a surgeon, and have ample sources 
of worry in my cases without the addi- 
tional worry of an unsatisfactory finan- 
cial condition for which I feel that I am 
not basically at fault. 

_If we are not to have a very substan- 
tial increase in pay, it is time for all 
higher authorities, from the War Depart- 
ment down, to cease inculcating the idea 
that an Army officer should move in the 
best social circles. Rather should they 
urge all officers to live frugally and re- 
duce social expenses to the minimum. 
The argument that an officers’ retired pay 
obviates the necessity for a considerable 
bank account is fallacious, for what pro- 
vision is made for an officer’s widow? 
The argument holds good only as long 
as the officer lives. His retired pay 
should be paid to his dependents, under 
certain restrictive regulations. 

It is hardly to the credit of our nation 
that the really necessary qualifications of 
an officer’s wife should be a strong back 
and a submerged mind. 

MEDICAL CORPS. 
NOT ENOUGH PAY. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
Y next door neighbor has a sister 
who was invited to spend the 
week-end in town with a schoolmate. 
Inasmuch as their plans were such 
that some necessary clothes had to be 
packed into a suitcase and sent to her 
it was decided to send them in by a 
bus which makes a Saturday run. It 
chanced that my neighbor did not make 
connections with the bus so that she 
and her husband, who is a captain in 
the service, took their car later in the 
day and dropped the suitcase at the 
door in town. 

When they next saw their sister she 
asked who had brought her case in. 
Upon learning the truth of the mat- 
ter she told that the father of the girl 
whom she was visiting insisted that it 
could not have been her sister and 
husband for they came in such a ram- 
shackled old car. 

The point I wish to make in reciting 
this incident is the all too prevalent 








false idea that Army folk, because 
they are well educated and have a so- 
cial position to keep up must at the 
same time get a remuneration equal 
their social prestige. True, my friend’s 
car is not a late model, but then for 
an Army officer it is not so bad. The 
paint is in good condition and, it is 
not as bad as the recital above would 
lead one to expect. 

The public expect the men in the 
service to live up to their job, but 
how, under the sun, are they going 
to do it unless their pay is increased 
so that they can? 

Often have I heard people say that 
Army officers are always well dressed 
while their wives wear clothes that 
are out of style and shabby. This is 
somewhat true, not from intent but 
by necessity. The wife of the average 
Army officer wants her husband to turn 
out for formation as snappy as the 
next one, and the officer, since he is 
in formation where he is required to 
wear clothes which are right up to the 
minute by his superiors, which inci- 
dentally is where the public gets the 
false impression, he is forced to spend 
much more for his clothes than his 
brother in civil life, who does not have 
to dress to kill and is not told what 
to wear every moment of his waking 
hours. 

I often have a heart ache when the 
alumni bulletins are received and I go 
over the list of my schoolmates who 
are making names for themselves; and 
yet again when I receive pleas for do- 
nation and see the sums my old col- 
lege chums are donating to our alma 
mater with a postscript to the effect 
that if I can not stand the racket a 
few dollars will be appreciated. 





PAY AND UNIFORMS 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

HAVE been a Captain of Infantry 

since August 15, 1917, and am a grad- 
uate of the Company Commanders 
Course, Infantry School, Fort Benning, 
Ga. I am also a graduate from the Com- 
mand and General Staff School, Ft. Leav- 
enworth, Kansas. It is hoped that some- 
time I may be considered to have enough 
experience in the grade of Captain to 
warrant consideration for higher rank. 
The following observations may help in se- 
curing consideration of additional pay, 
there is much I would like to say but feel 
my vocabulary insufficient to meet the 
situation, at least the approved vocabu- 
lary. I would say something too concern- 
ing promotions and the new (7?) blue uni- 
forms. 

You know the average Army Officer 
never selected the Army as a profession 
because of the pay offered. We are Army 
Officers for one of several reasons, some 
of these reasons are: that as boys we 
prayed we might be Officers of the United 
States Army and have worked deter- 
minedly with that in view, another reason 
is because the Army offers an opportu- 
nity to render to our country unselfish, 
patriotic service. To assist in building 
better men and making better citizens 
of those with whom we come in contact. 
Then too, the Army offers a combination 
of indoor and outdoor life which apptals 
to some of us. Be the reason what it 
may, I know of none who are serving as 
an officer in the Army because of pay, 
but the remuneration is vital not so 
much for the officer himself but to his 
family and to his own country’s self re- 
spect. 

Following the close of the war and 
realizing how ignorant I was of the 
things an Army Officer should know be- 
fore leading two hundred men into battle, 
I requested assignment to the Infantry 
School in order that I might learn my 
job as a Captain of Infantry. I returned 
from Germany in December of 1919 and 
entered the Infantry School September, 
1922, graduating in June, 1923. Up to 
this time, although I have felt the pinch 
of money shortage I had managed to 
squeeze by comfortably. At the same 
time I realized the inadequate provisions 
for possible widows and children of the 
Army. I therefore made provisions for 
safeguarding them in case of my death. 
I carry ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) 
with the Travellers Life Insurance Com- 
pany, $7,000.000, twenty payment life with 
the government, $3,000.00 Army Mutual 
Aid, this with six months’ base pay and a 
fifteen hundred dollar bonus gives my 
family a total of twenty-three thousand 
dollars in case 1 should pass out of the 
picture. To carry this insurance costs me 
approximately fifty dollars a month each 
month which is deducted from my pay. 

My next thought was the education of 
the children and I want them to have a 
college education. It is as necessary to- 
day as it was for my father or for me 
to have a high school education. I care- 
fully examined the pay chart and found 
that Congress had planned an increase 
after seventeen years of service. A 
young man coming out of West Point at 
23 would receive this pay, then, when he 
was approximately 40 years of age at 
which time one of his children would be 
ready to enter college. This would work 
out all right provided the children were 
carefully spaced four years apart. With 
my two children I found that my daugh- 
ter would have to mark time for two 
years before she could enter college wait- 
ing for this pay increase but, I have found 
that I can borrow on my insurance poli- 
cies enough to cover these two years. 

My wife, of course, does all of her own 
work during these seventeen years. We 
save out enough so that she does not have | 





to do the washing and can let the chil- 
dren go to the picture shows occasionally, 
but between the uniforms I have to have 
and the social indebtedness we are forced 
to incur the family budget is faced by 
the prerogative of either doing with medi- 
ocre clothing or dressing me well so that 
I can get a good efficiency report on that 
item of appearance or having reasonably 
good clothes and not such good eats. So 
we do away with the desserts and fancy 
cuts of meat (good steaks, etc.) and 
get along with very light lunches (better 
that children shouldn’t eat too much in 
the middle of the day, anyway, the ladies 
want to be thin and an officer shouldn’t 
be fat), tough meat is much better for 
the jaws and teeth than better meat and 
simple food is much more satisfactory. 

While at Benning I lived in the cheap- 
est house I could possibly rent and by 
the strictest economy we left there with 
one month’s pay ahead. We had purchased 
a Ford touring car from funds not saved 
from Army pay. In this we, my wife and 
two children, made the trip north to a 
University R. O. T. C. detail. We had 
a little trouble on the way but finally 
made our destination, several hundred 
miles north. Arrived there I reported 
with my orders in one hand and received 
orders with the other to summer camp. 
Reporting on June 8, I was due at sum- 
mer camp on June 11. My furniture, of 
course, en route from Benning, had to be 
stored, I must rent a house in three days 
in a college town where suitable houses 
are extremely scarce, and also I must 
travel several hundred miles further north 
to the summer camp. I finally found a 
house for $70 a month which was suitable 
and available by September 1. To prop- 
erly understand the house situation in a 
University town one must know that 
everyone takes roomers, a single bedroom 
is worth $25 a month, two students to a 
room, but this relief of excessive rent is 
hardly available to an Army officer whose 
wife has to do all of her own work and 
then you have, appearances, as a repre- 
sentative of the Government. There were 
only two real bedrooms, anyway, and a 
sleeping porch and as my wife and daugh- 
ter slept in one bedroom, my son and I 
in the other. 

By this time my month’s pay which I 
had been ahead when I started was look- 
ing rather slim in view of the expense 
ahead I borrowed $300 from the bank 
and by driving all day and all night with 
my family I managed to get to summer 
camp on time. Needless to say we didn’t 
make much of a social hit, when we drove 
into camp with the four of us in a muddy 
Ford. You perhaps may say that it would 
have been cheaper to have traveled by 
train but considering hotel bills for four 
people, first at the University, then on 
the summer camp, the uncertainty of 
houses available, the fact that the families’ 
expenses were not paid to summer camp 
and no furniture on the scene at the 
time of arrival it is a question hard to 
evaluate. Arrived at camp I personally 
was all right, I had a tent, cot, food, etc. 
I put the family up at as cheap a place 
as I could find which was at all suitable. 
This was away beyond my means, how- 
ever. Later I managed to get a cottage 
for them further north and we got by 
without going in the hole any further. 
Summer camp over we returned to the 
University. 

At this particular institution the State 
does not pay the Regular Army instruc- 
tors of their R. O. T. C. units anything 
extra. Our expense account looked like 
this. Commutation, house, heat and light 
for a captain, four rooms at $20 per 
month, $80.00. Rent for an unfurnished 
house, $70.00. Gas for kitchen stove and 
electric light, $10.00 to $12.00 per month. 
There is your eighty dollars commutation. 
It being September I put in $90 worth 
of coal, I paid $50 in doctors’ bills, about 
$25 dental bills, $3 a month water rent 
and $23 a year personal tax and other 
7 items which I can not now remem- 
er. 

All in all I paid about $300 per year 
or $1,200 for the four years out of money 
which should have been used for the com- 
fort of my family during this detail. How 
many of the real necessities of life, and 
how many luxuries might we have had, 
had this money been available to them. 
My little girl might have had some pretty 
things instead of the more substantial, 
uglier things. My boy might have had 
the advantage of a special school for chil- 
dren under six years of age and my wife 
might have had more than two evening 
dresses (one of which she made herself) 
during the four years there. I was in 
debt during this whole period and paid 
good money for interest on my indebted- 
ness. I am still in debt. I will get out 
sometime provided my creditors continue 
their very kind and considerate treatment. 
I can not afford to give up my insurance 
though I have had to borrow on it up 
to the handle. My children are still pro- 
tected and in case I should be killed to- 


morrow they would have $1,100 apiece 
which would be used to complete their 
education. 

I believe that some provision should 


be made by this Government so that an 
officer when forced to borrow money to 
defray expenses incidental to change of 
station should make some provision where- 
by money can be advanced to him against 
his pay at a reasonable rate of interest. 
Should he be killed before the debt is 
paid his six months’ pay would take care 
of that indebtedness. 

I notice one member of Congress stated 
that those Army officers who didn’t like 
their treatment should get out. 

I wonder a little at that statement. I 
came in the Army in 1917 with the Ist 
Officers’ Training Camp. I was then 31 
years old. I can remember as a small boy 
of praying every night that I might some 
day be an Army officer. I applied for a 
Regular Army commission with my ap» 





plication for training camp. I was in- 
formed that being 31 years of age that 
I was, under the law, four years too old 
to be admitted. When on August 1, 1917, 
men were asked whether they wanted a 
provisional commission in the United 
States Army I again applied and was 
again refused. Later, the age restriction 
was removed and while in Germany with 
the Army of Occupation I was informed 
that some officers were to be kept in the 
Regular Service, I, of course, again ap- 
plied and appearing before a board of 
officers with whom had served in the 
1st Division I was commissioned a captain 
of Infantry in the Regular Service. The 
officers who had received provisional com- 
missions were from four to eight years 
junior to me in age ranked me as cap- 
tain on the promotion list. Two officers 
commissioned with me, one as a first lieu- 
tenant, the other as a second lieutenant, 
who took their oath in that grade on 
the same day that I took mine were within 
two weeks promoted to captain and jumped 
me by hundreds of files. To the question 
of the Congressman I replied I came in 
the Army because I liked it. I am doing 
more for my country in my contacts than 
I can in any other way. I like the life. 
I have served to the best of my ability. 
I give my best in everything I do. I am 
bringing up two American citizens of 
which I am proud. I have made good citi- 
zens of bad ones at the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps. I have tried by bearing 
an example to make those with whom [I 
have been in contact respect me as a man 
and respect the uniform I wear. I have 
given the best I have in mind and thought 
to my profession. I have tried to treat 
others as I would have others treat me. 
I have failed sometimes but I have tried. 
I have given the best years of my life 
from the time I was 31 until the present 
and I am now 43 to the service of my 
country. I have refused jobs which of- 
fered more money. I believe in a just 
God and in Milton’s law of compensation. 
I therefore believe that Congress when. 
they get ready to adjust matters will make 
a just provision. I have taken orders 
from men who I ranked in the Army of 
Occupation in Germany. I was glad to 
do so. I repeat, that as there is a just 
God in Heaven and a just body of men 
sitting in the seats of power at the head 
of this great nation of ours, I firmly be- 
lieve my fajth in them both will be justi- 
fied. To th#t end, I shall continue to ren- 
der the best service of which I am capable 
until they have no further use for my 
services. I have spoken for myself, I be- 
lieve I speak for 90 per cent if not 100 
per cent of my brother officers. 

In the present condition of my finances 
I can’t see where the blue uniforms come 
in. To date I have not experienced one 
heart throb of thrill at appearing any- 
where in the blue. There is no Army 
officer move proud of his country’s uni- 
form than I, but I am jealous of it. So 
much so is this true that I have tried 
by fit, by the wearing of it, and by hav- 
ing it made by the best tailors, to make 
it look a little different from those worn 
by traffic cops, delivery boys, footmen in 
front of department stores and ushers in 
moving picture houses as well as_ ring- 
masters in circuses. I was accosted once 
in front of Altmans in New York by a 
lady who told me to have her car brought 
up. I told her I was sorry she did not 
recognize the uniform of her own country. 
I was asked at a shoe sale by a lovely 
little old lady where she could find a cer- 
tain kind of slipper (of course, I was try- 
ing to buy something cheap for my fam- 
ily) so I hunted around until I found 
what she wanted to know, she never knew 
the difference! Now we come to the blues, 
and the vintage of well (7). I enclose 
Lily’s cuts. They have removed the mous- 
taches from their old catalog but their 
cuts are the same as several years ago. 
The one I particularly look upon with dis- 
favor is that marked exhibit “A.” If that 
uniform had not been copied and used by 
every Salvation Army official, the moving 
picture door extras, the cops of New York 
(the last time I was there), along with 
the numerous bands of small towns, young, 
adolescent military schools, all of whom 
have improved it some, all are in outline 
the same. 

A short coat (seymour), an Impossible 
collar, a hot night, a dance, well we're 
getting too old to dance, anyway. There 
is one really good-looking uniform among 
these uniforms for dress and that is the 
uniform prescribed and shown in the cut 
for Brigadier General’s Mounted. But a 
lot of us will never be Brigadiers! 

It lurks in my memory that there is a 
law somewhere on the statutes which for- 
bids the use of a uniform which is almost 
a direct copy of our service uniform, and 
that when used on the stage, special per- 
mission has to be obtained for its use. 
If there isn’t such a statute, such a law, 
I believe there should be one created to 
protect those who wear it with pride. 

Personally, I would like to see a blue 
uniform authorized for semi-dress_ simi- 
lar to our olive-drab, except the blouse 
should be in blue with brass buttons with 
the light blue doeskin breeches if you will, 
with the proper colored stripe on the side, 
a highly polished black boots with silver 
spurs, with a Sam Browne belt of the 
same leather with silver or brass fittings. 
Of insignia of rank, the cops in Kansas 
City wear caftain’s bars the same as mine, 
the chief of police of the Sault Ste. Marie 
wears a gold eagle on the lapel of his 
coat. Of course the Army eagle is silver 
denoting the rank of colonel. Normaily 
gold ranks silver. When the American 
Army was overseas and in contact with 
the Allied Armies of the world they had 
a very difficult time in identifying the 
rank of our officers.

I have only men- 
tioned it, I make no recommendations, I 
am probably talking when I should remain 
silent but our insignia of rank should be 
inviolate! .

ywo VITAL NEEDS of the services must be taken care of by Congress. They 
are promotion reform and increased pay. We have dwelt insistently upon 
them, not because the services are unaware of their own situation but because of 
our desire to impress the country and the Congress with the imperative necessity 
of proper and adequate legislation. 


E ARE HAPPY to say that the response to our appeals for personal experi- 

ences together with the activities of broad visioned officers and their women 
folk, have created a sentiment which justifies us in saying that Congress is 
ready to act. The stumbling block, we regret to admit, is not at the Capitol. It 
is in the services themselves. 


IFFERENT GROUPS ARE fighting for this or that advantage in promotion 

legislation. The survey made by the Army and Navy Journal established 

the principles upon which any legislation enacted will be acceptable to the Army. 

The details and language of the law will determine whether or not these prin- 

— have been observed or discarded. Here is where the microscope must be 
employed. 


HE PAY QUESTION is as important—many believe more important—than 

that of promotion reform. What do we find with respect to it? The Interdepart- 
mental Board, representing the services, the Coast Guard and the Marine Hos- 
pital branch, is at loggerheads because the agents of the Army and the Navy and 
Marine Corps, cannot reconcile their differences. 


E HAVE REFERRED to this situation in prior issues. We have spoken of 
its danger to legislation. We reiterate that failure on the part of the Board 
to agree will prevent action. We insist this is intolerable. What difference does 
it make whether this or that plan be adopted so that the officers and their fami- 
ye that additional compensation which they must have in order to live 
ntly. 


NCE MORE WE appeal to the members of the Board to get together. If they 

fail to do so, we shall ask the services to express their will. This is no time 
to talk about this or that system. Congress will become confused, the country 
will find the dispute tiresome, and nothing will be done. 


E URGE THE Board to get together and to make an unanimous report. By 
so doing it will advance the legislation, the services so sorely need. Don’t 
let us have the promotion tangle repeated in the matter of pay. 


ECORATION DAY has come and gone; and testimony of our respect for our 

valiant dead once more has been offered. It is to the men who wore the uni- 
form that the nation especially pays annual tribute. They devoted their lives to 
the support of the flag, many gave them on the Field of Battle. The orators of 
the day for the most part preached the need of preparedness, and based their 
remarks upon the lesson we have never learned—that of being ready to defend 
ourselves and our possessions. 


E ARE DOING a little towards applying that lesson. . First and above all, 

we must have adequate regular forces, properly paid and with sufficient re- 
ward in the way of promotion for merit and application. We must have a reser- 
voir upon which to draw, and that exists in our National Guard and Army and 
Navy Reserves. Then we must have means to call our citizenry and our indus- 
tries to the colors. 


THIS END, the War Department and Senator Reed and Congressman James 

are devoting themselves. Mr. James has an ambitious program for the regu- 
lar session. It comprehends: 

1. Promotion reform. The Senate, at the instance of Senator Reed, already 
has taken action in this matter. 

2. Better pay. 

3. Creation of a Reserve Division under the General Staff. e 

4. Revision of the National Defense Act of 1921. 

5. Passage of the Educational Orders Bill. 

6. Enactment of a bill for the draft of men and industries in time of war. 

All the above should be placed upon the statute books.

A number 
of good hotels and apartments are avail- 
able, but at last report no officers had 
been on a commutation status for three 
years.

State and 
Federal highways are kept open entire 
year, except during occasional blizzards. 
There is a tennis court on the post. 
Country Club has excellent 9-hole golf 
course, and offers special memberships.

Your remarks at the football dinner 
in Poughkeepsie this week have come 
to my notice, and I desire to express 
my full concurrence with your senti- 
ments. When Chairman of the Ath- 
letic Committee here (1903-1907), I had 
a hand in arranging with Princeton and 
Yale the three-year regulation—bar- 
ring freshmen and graduates also, and 
it seems to me a very valuable rule for 
preserving the amateur spirit, and 
checking the migratory athlete. 

As for West Point, the general pub- 
lic probably doesn’t appreciate the im- 
mense and unfair advantage which is 
secured there by the acquisition there 
of football stars from other institu- 
tions. Of course, it’s an old precedent. 
Daly, 1901, went from here, you re- 
member, and Joe Beacham, 1897, went 
from Cornell; but of late years it 
seems to have developed into a danger- 
ous practice. 

Naturally, after being beaten here 
this Fall, we shouldn’t care particu- 
larly to “squeal”; but think of the team 
we could have sent if we were able to 
work in the best men in groups of six 
or seven classes instead of three. 

So you are to be thanked for having 
ventilated the abuse in a non-partisan 
and objective fashion.

INCONGRUITY OF PAY 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

I obtained my pormofion to the grade 
of lieutenant colonel just one day prior 
to the completion of 23 years of service. 
On the following day I would have been 
entitled under the present pay table to 
the same increase as major as I received 
as lieutenant colonel. 

In other words my promotion virtually 
gave me an increase in pay for one day. 
This amount did not begin to compen- 
sate for new insignia of rank, calling 
cards, etc. 

We get in this life just what we pay 
for—no more, no less. If the government 
wants $100.00 officers it will be a simple 
matter to obtain them. Other things be- 
ing equal efficiency will increase with the 
amount of the pay envelope. 

I would suggest a simple scheme of 
pay based upon promotion by length of 
service—the only method of advancement 
that, in my opinion, is at all practical in 


our Army. 

Pay and Grade—2nd Lt., $3,000.00; 1st 
Lt., $4.000.00; Capt., $5,000.00; Major, 
$6,000.00; Lt. Col. $7,000.00; Col., 


$8,000.00; B. G., $9,000.00. 

In addition comimutation of quarters 
should be provided ranging from $80.00 a 
month for 2nd Lts. to $140.00 for B. G. 
Increment $10.00 per grade. 

Each officer, regardless of rank, should 
be allowed $150.00 a year for uniforms 
and equipments. Should not be given 
cash. Certified bills up to this amount 


should be submitted te Finance Depart- 
ment for payment. 
Other features such as mounted pay, 





pay while on a travel status, increase of 
pay for foreign service (this last is most 
important due to’ involved expense in 
providing* complete cnange of wardrobe 
for the officer and his family); expense 
account for .attache, ‘etc., etc., could be 
very simply worked out. It is merely a 
question as to whether Congtes wants to 
provide for first or second class men. 

No pay legislation for the Army 
should meet the approval of any right 
thinking officer unless the enlisted man 
is taken care of also. Right now he is 
ridiculously paid, or better underpaid, 
with a result that the class of men en- 
tering the army is not at all what it 
should be. 

The personnel is composed for the most 
part of mere boys or men who can not 
make the grade on the “outside.” 

Upon entering the service privates 
should receive at least $40.00 a month 
and there should be opportunities for 
rapid advancement as proficiency is at- 
tained. 

Here is a schedule of pay for enlisted 
men that will cause those in authority 
to smile and yet deep down in their 
hearts they well know that such pro- 
vision would be the dawn of a new era 
as far as military efficiency is concerned. 
To the officer who knows—a good soldier 
is a work of God while a poor one is an 
invention of the evil one. 

Pay and Grade of enlisted men: Pvt., 
$40.00; Ptv. ist Cl., $50.00; Cpl., $75.00; 
Sgt., $100.00; Staff Sgt., $125.00; Tech. 
Sgt., $150.00; Master Sgt., $200.00; War- 
rant Officer, $250.00. 





In addition to the above: 10 per cent 


additional for each 5 years of service up 
to 50 per cent. Retirement at 25 years; 
10 per cent additional for foreign serv- 
ice (on base pay). Specialist ratings for 
Privates and Privates 1st Cl. ranging. 
from $10.00 to $50.00 a month. $150 a 
month for ist Cook—$125.00 for 2nd, 
Cooks. Liberal clothing allowance (at 
least $300.00 for each enlistment). Note: 
A soldier to be snappily dressed today 
must provide his own uniforms and 
equipments. $3.00 a day extra for men 
on commutation status. Enlisted men of 
the Army should be men of capacity. 
Those who after a reasonable period of 
time demonstrate their unfitness or ca- 
pacity for leadership as commissioned of- 
ficers or specialists in time of war should 
be denied reenlistment. 

Quality not quantity should be the 
dominating factor in regard to the reg- 
ular army otherwise leadership in time 
of war will be conspicuous by its ab- 
sence. True we do not need a large 
standing army in time of peace but those 
we do carry on the rolls should be ef- 
fective and to be effective they must be 
paid a reasonable wage.

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Seek Educational Orders 

(Continued from First Page) 
noncommercial munitions with privately 
owned commercial facilities in order to 
familiarize competent manufacturers 
with the War Department requirements 
for such manufacture in the event of 
an emergency. It would remove the 
restrictions of existing law requiring 
arsenals to be used for the manufac- 
ture of War Department requirements 
or acceptance of a competitive bid, 
which forces the awarding of con- 
tracts to the lowest bidder. 

The proposed legislation should be 
enacted in order to give the Assistant 
Secretary of War the authority to place 
educational orders with commercial or- 
ganizations carefully selected with ref- 
erence to their capabilities for manu- 
facture of the particular article and 
with reference to the stabilities and re- 
sponsibilities of the organization of 
such firm. The result obtained by such 
procedure would be the training of se- 
lected commercial plants in the manu- 
facture of critical articles of war muni- 
tions. It would result in materially re- 
ducing the time necessary to obtain 
quantity production in an emergency. 


Would Use W. P. Funds. 

The proposed legislation ‘authorizes 
the expenditure of not to exceed one 
million dollars in each of the next suc- 
ceeding five fiscal years from funds un- 
der control of the War Department. 
This bill does not require increased ap- 
propriations, but simply authorizes the 
expenditure on educational orders of 
part of the funds carried in the an- 
nual apropriation bills. 

This proposed legislation has been 
submitted to the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget who advises that the 
same is not in conflict with the finan- 
cial program of the President. 





Governors Island (Special).—Col. W. 
K. Naylor, recently appointed Chief of 
Staff of the 2nd Corps Area under 
Maj. Gen. H. E. Ely, assumed his new 
post this week. 

Col. Naylor’s military career began 
when the Spanish-American War broke 
out. He served in the Philippines 
with the 9th Infantry during the fol- 
lowing year, and in 1900, while with 
the China Relief Expedition, won the 
Silver Star Citation for gallantry in 
action at Tientsin. 

During the World War he rose from 
captain to brigadier general. In France 
he was. first Chief of Staff of the 33rd 
Division, participating in the Somme 
Offensive, and then was in the Meuse- 
Argonne with the 3rd Corps, later be- 
ing assigned its Chief of Staff. 

After his return from France Col. 
Naylor was an instructor in the Army’s 
service schools, a director at the Staff 
School and in the War Plans Division 
of the War College, Assistant Chief of 
Staff for Military Intelligence on the 
General Staff, and Chief of Staff of the 
American Forces in China. He return- 
ed to this country to command the 13th 
U. S. Infantry at Fort Adams in 1926, 
acting till now in that capacity. 

His decorations include, besides the 
Distinguished Service Meda! and two 
Silver Star Citations from the United 
States, the Comdr. of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George (British), 
Comdr. of the Crown (Italy), and 
Officer of the Legion of Honor and the 
Croix de Guerre (France).

Blue and Blau Gas Differ 

ORRECTION of the general misun- 

derstanding about the use of “Blue” 
gas in airships and interesting data 
about the fuel used by the Graf Zep- 
pelin on her recent Trans-Atlantic 
flight are contained in the following 
article in the current issue of the En- 
gineering Bulletin. 

In Bulletin No. 38, of March, 1929, 
there appears a reprint from Mechani- 
cal Engineer of November, 1928, un- 
der the subject of “blue” gas. This 
article purports to give an idea of the 
gaseous fuel used by the Graf Zep- 
pelin and is so very misleading that a 
short statement concerning gaseous 
fuel for airships appears to be neces- 
sary in order to prevent a misunder- 
standing by the general service. 

The German gaseous fuel was manu- 
factured at Friedrichshafen in a plant 
designed and built by the Blau Gas Co. 
This is the only connection between 
this gas and the gas ordinarily known 
as Blau gas. 

The German gaseous fuel for airships 
Was produced by processing mineral 
oil by a special cracking method. The 
following specifications were set for 
this gas and had been met in a small 
experimental unit: “Heating value 
about 1,000 B. t. u. per cubic foot, 
specific gravity (referred to air), 1.05 
to 1.08, and a dew point of —40 de- 
grees. Considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced with the production plant on 
account of clogging up with carbon. 
The result was that the Graf Zeppelin 
sailed for this country with a fuel gas 
of approximately the following charac- 
teristics: B. t. u., 1,400 to 1,500; spe- 
cific gravity, 0.95; and a dew point of 
lower than —40 degrees. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics arranged 
for the purchase of a suitable gaseous 
fuel for the return trip of the Graf 
Zeppelin. After a careful survey of 
the situation it was decided that the 
best gas would be one made by the con- 
trolled fractionation of natural gas. To 
this end a contract was made with the 
Kentucky Oxygen & Hydrogen Co. to 
furnish approximately 1,000,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas having the follow- 
ing characteristics: 1,700 to 1,800 B. t. 
u. per cubic foot, with specific gravity 
of 1.05 to 1.08 and a dew point of —20 
degrees. The gas was supplied in ac- 
cordance with these specifications and 
functioned even more satisfactorily 
than the German gaseous fuel. 

Carried In Separate Cells. 

Both of the gaseous fuels were car- 
ried in separate gas cells in the gaseous 
state and not as a liquid, which is the 
impression given by the article in Me- 
chanical Engineer. Using a gaseous 
fuel of specific gravity approximately 
that of air, practically no change in the 
equilibrium of the ship takes place 
during the flight, except that, of course, 
which is caused by variation of atmos- 
pheric conditions. The engines of the 
Graf Zeppelin have a compression of 
7 and require heavily doped gasoline 
in order to prevent detonation. On the 
other hand, the engines could be op- 
erated at full power at sea level with 
either one of the two gases without 
showing any sign of detonation. The 
engines also operated much smoother 
than they would have operated with a 
liquid fuel on account of the greatly 
superior distribution which can be ob- 
tained with a gaseous mixture over 
that which is partly vapor and partly 
liquid. The uniform charge received by 
all of the cylinders made very uniform 
power impulses. It was also unneces- 
sary to make the mixture sufficiently 
rich to insure the proper function of 
the cylinders farthest away from the 
earburetors which always results in 
the nearer cylinders receiving too rich 
a mixture. Both of t'gse factors add 
materially to the steady operation of 
an engine and increase its efficienecy 
and reduce the vibration. 

On the return trip to Germany the 
engines of the Graf Zeppelin were op- 
erated at approximately a 400-horse- 
power output for each motor. Based on 
this assumption, the number of engine- 
hours operated, the heating value of 
1,700 B. t. u. per cubic foot, and the 
fuel consumption as determined by per- 
centage fullness of the gas cells, it 
has been determined that the average 
brake horsepower hour for the entire 
voyage while using gaseous fuel was 
obtained at the expenditure of only 8,- 
000 B. t. u. It is therefore apparent 
that this type of fuel is considerably 
more efficient than is gasoline. It has 
been estimated that a gaseous fuel 
meeting the specifications listed above 
could be placed on a commercial basis 
for the equivalent of gasoline at 25 
cents per gallon. When the advantages 
and increased efficiency from this fuel 
are taken into consideration, it becomes 
apparent that the cost of the two are 
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Reserves to C. and G. S. Sch.

A-26765. (S) Gratuity, clothing— 
Enlisted man of Naval Reserve Force. 
An enlisted man of the Naval Reserve 
Force who, prior to July 1, 1918, re- 
ported for active service in time of 
war or national emergency is entitled 
under the act of August 29, 1916, 39 
Stat., 589, to only $60 credit for uni- 
form gratuity, and the fact that he 
did not receive a complete outfit until 
after July 1, 1918, does not entitle him 
to a credit of $100 under the act of 
July 1, 1918, 40 Stat., 711, 25 Comp. 
.» 281; 27 id. 847. 

A-26941. (S) Navy Pay — Absent 
sick—Misconduct. Where it has been 
determined under procedure and reg- 
ulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy pursuant to the act of 
May 17 1926, 44 Stat., 557, that an en- 
listed man of the ,givy was absent from 
duty on account of the direct effects 
of a venereal disease due to his own 
misconduct, such finding is final and 
conclusive “for all purposes” and the 
enlisted man is not entitled to pay while 
so absent for any period prohibited by 
the statute. 

A-27340. Transportations—Railroad 
fares—San Francisco, Calif., to Oco- 
nomowoc, Wisc.— War Department. 
Allowance for passenger fares not in 
excess of fare to Milwaukee under 
Fourth Section of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. 

A-26517. (S) Enlistment allowance— 
Marine Corps—Purchase of Discharge. 
A quartermaster sergeant of the U. S. 
Marine Corps who reenlisted December 
7, 1922, extended his enlistment for 
two years, effective December 7, 1925, 
was honorably discharged December 6, 
1927, reenlisted December 7, 1927, for 
four years, and who was discharged 
for his own convenience December 7, 
1928, is required by Article 3-15 (b), 
Marine Corps Manual, 1926, to refund 
three-fourths of the enlistment allow- 
ance of $100 paid him for his reenlist- 
ment of December 7, 1927. 

A-26747. (S) Distinguished Service 

Awards—Pay for. The decision in 27

act of July 9, 191% 40 Stat., 870, and 
to receive the additional pay of $2 
per month from the date of award of 
the medal while on active service, 
whether as a commissioned officer or 
enlisted man, should be limited in its 
application to cases where the award 
of the medal is made in lieu of a cer- 
tificate of merit, and not extended to 
cover other cases of distinguished serv- 
ice awards for which additional pay 
is authorized by the said act. 
A-27166 (S) Veterans’ Bureau—In- 
surance — Reinstatement and Conver- 
sion. A World War veteran who had 
his war risk term insurance reinstated 
and converted under section 304 of the 
World War Veterans’ Act, on an agreed 
basis that he was at time of reinstate- 
ment and conversion not permanently 
and totally disabled, is stopped to re- 
cover on his original term insurance 
on the ground of permanent total dis- 
ability sustained while that certificate 
was still in force. WILLIAM M. STE- 
VENS v. UNITED STATES, 29 Fed. (2d) 
904. However, this principle does not 
preclude the Veterans’ Bureau, during 
the six months contestable period pro- 
vided for by section 307 of the statute, 
from finding that the veteran was per- 
manently and totally disabled at time 
of application for reinstatement and, 
therefore, not entitled to have the in- 
surance reinstated.

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Davison Praises Maneuvers 


HE maneuvers recently concluded 

in Dayton are characterized by F. 
Trubee. Davison, Assistant Secretary of 
War, as constituting “a marked success 
from every standpoint.” 

The statement was made by Mr. 
Davison at the conclusion of a 7,000 
mile flight on an inspection of the air 
corps activities which took him to St. 
Louis, Dallas, San Antonio, San Diego, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Sacra- 
mento, Salt Lake City, Omaha and Day- 
ton. 

In San Antonio Mr. Davison in- 
spected the Air Corps Training Center 
and Randolph Field, where the major 
training activities of the Air Corps 
eventually will be established. Work 
is now well under way on the Field 
for which $8,500,000 already have been 
made available. 

At San Diego Mr. Davison inspected 
the Pursuit Group and the Air Corps 
Depot at Rockwell Field. At Los An- 
geles. he looked into Air Corps affairs 
in the National Guard and Organized 
Reserves. At San Diego, Los Angeles, 
and San Francisco examination was 
made of sites for location of the Pa- 
cific Supply and Repair Depot which 
in the near future must be moved from 
Rockwell Field. 

At Sacramento Mr. Davison inspected 
Mather Field, a war-time installation 
which now is inactive. At Salt Lake 
City he looked into Air Corps Reserve 
activities. 

In commenting on the Ohio maneu- 
vers Mr. Davison stated: “These are 
the first maneuvers held within the 
United States where Air forces have 
been attached to the opposing armig. 
They have constituted a marked suc- 
cess from every standpoint. There was 
developed between ground and air 
troops a fine coordination which is es- 
sential to success in general military 
operations. Ground officers were af- 
forded an opportunity to see the great 
striking power of an air force and the 
possibility of its development. On the 
other hand, air troops had an opportun- 
ity to function smoothly with ground 
units. 

“The simulated bombardment of New 
York City from Dayton was a sig- 
nificant feat, especially as it was ac- 
complished under extremely adverse 
conditions of fog in the region over the 
Allegheny Mountains. 

“The experience gained by having 
two opposing air forces was of utmost 
importance. There ensued tactical de- 
velopments which may have a decided 
effect on alterations in air tactics. 

“As a whole the equipment func- 
tioned very satisfactorly. 

“Actual staffs at reduced strength 
for the Blue Army, 2 Blue Corps, 5 
Blue Divisions and the staffs of the 
Air Corps tactical units were assembled 
to direct the movements both on the 
ground and in the air. By this method 
we have been able to give the staff of- 
ficers of all units down to and includ- 
ing divisions on the ground and squad- 
rons in the air an excellent opportunity 
to function in a chain of command 
where simulated field operations were 
taking place. And after all it must be 
realized that the outcome of battle de- 
pends largely upon the proper training 
and functioning of a staff. 

“To represent the ground forces a 
very ingenious method was used in 
these exercises to represent troops by 
various panels on the ground, the move- 
ment of these panels representing ac- 
tual movments over the terrain. In 
this way the air forces observing for 
both forces actually can have oppor- 
tunities to pick up and report move- 
ments to. the higher commanders. 

“A major part of the tactical units 
of our air forces in the continental lim- 
its of the United States were assembled 
in Ohio. Approximately 200 planes of 
all types were flown from the four 
corners of the United States. By this 
concentration of our air forces on ab- 
solute schedule, despite unfavorable 
weather conditions, an admirable dem- 
onstration was made of the possibili- 
ties of our aircraft to annihilate time 
and space. Both the Red and Blue 
armies had about 100 planes each to 
represent their Army Air Service. The 
Commanding General had the oppor- 
tunity to have under his command this 
important force for reconnaissance, for 
operations against the enemy and for 
observation from the air by staff of- 
ficers of the operations which otherwise 
would nut have been reported to the 
Commanding General until hours later. 

“The bombers provided the Army 
commander with long range artillery 
having great destructive power and 
reasonable degree of accuracy. 

“From a tactical viewpoint the expe- 
rience gained in these maneuvers has 
been of inestimable value in helping to

Huge Gun to Cross Country 


pee second of the Army’s largest 
railway guns and mounts will start 
a transcontinental journey about June 
10. It is the latest 14-inch gun weigh- 
ing with railway mount 730,000 pounds. 
The rifle was built at Watervliet Ar- 
senal, New York, and the mount at Wa- 
tertown Arsenal, Massachusetts. It is 
now at Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Maryland. 

The gun will be emplaced at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., and 
together with a similar gun, which 
was transported to Ft. McArthur, near 
San Diego, Calif., several years ago 
will form an important part of the sea- 
coast defenses of the Pacific Coast. 

Capt. Archibald S. Parmelee, Coast 
Artillery Corps, now on duty at the 
University of Pittsburgh has been des- 
ignated to take charge of and accom- 
pany the gun to the Presidio of San 
Francisco. 

The great weight of the gun, which 
with its mount is heavier than the larg- 
est locomotive built, demands extreme 
care in its transportation. Advantage 
will be taken of the opportunity pre- 
sented by this journey to determine the 
performance of the material on such a 
long journey over a variety of trackage,

an enormous shipment can be made 
without delay on account of condition 
of tracks, tunnels, bridges, viaducts, 
grades and curves.

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Tomlinson Breaks Record 


T. W. C. TOMLINSON, U. S. N., 
was awarded the Curtiss Trophy 
in the annual Navy and Marine Corps 
seaplane races held May 25. By mak- 
jing an average of 162.52 miles an hour 
for the 100 mile course, Lt. Tomlinson 
eclipsed the record set by, of 157.46 
miles an hour, the late Maj. C. Lutz, 
‘U.S. M. C. The course began at the 
Naval Air Station, at Anacostia, D. C., 
and continued to a point ten miles 
down the Potomac River. 

The special air-cooled engine cowling 
with which his Curtiss Fighter was 
equipped was attributed by Lt. Tom- 
linson as one of the deciding factors 
in the maintenance of the plane’s 

. This cowling which was devel- 
oped by the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, has been given 
credit for being one of the outstanding 
geronautical research developments of 
last year. The cowling completely en- 
yelopes the engine, but is open around 
end of the engine bed to allow air to 
escape. 

Capt. J. T. Moore, U. S. M. C., was 
awarded second place with a speed of 
150.74 miles an hour, due to the dis- 
qualification of Capt. A. H. Page, U. S. 
M. He was also awarded second 
place in the fighting plane class. Al- 
though an observation plane finished 
third, according to time made, with 
an average speed of 145.68 miles per 
hour, third honors in the fighting plane 
class went to Lt. A. P. Flagg, U. S. N., 
who achieved a speed of 144.98 miles 
an hour in a Curtiss Hawk. Lt. W. 
0. Brice, flying the other Curtiss Hawk 
Fighter, was forced down due to en- 
gine trouble on the third lap. His 
plane was not damaged, however. 

Besides the Ingalls and Curtiss Tro- 
phies, Lt. Tomlinson won a silver cig- 
arette box, awarded by the Curtiss Co., 
for the pilot winning the fighter class 
race. 

In the slowest plane class, Lt. W. L. 
Peterson won the honors, with a speed 
of 111.45 miles an hour for an aver- 
age speed. Watches were awarded 
to Lt. Cleaves, who won in the torpedo 
plane class; to Lt. Comdr. F. C. Mont- 
fort, who won in the Loening amphi- 
bian class; and Lt. E. W. Rounds, who 
won in the observation plane class. 


New Air Chart is Issued 


i CHART V-422, Astoria, 
Ore., to Vancouver Island, was pub- 
lished by the Section of Aerial Naviga- 
tion of the Navy Hydrographic Office 
recently. This is one more step to- 
ward the charting of the Pacific Coast 
from Juneau to Tia Juana, according 
to announcements made this week. All 
the remaining charts are now in vari- 
ous states of production. 

Two charts are needed to complete 

the Atlantic Coast Program, V-231, 
New York to Boston, and V-230, Boston 
to Eastport, Me. These charts being 
nearly ready for printing were flight 
checked recently by Lt. (jg) J. P. W. 
Vest, Mr. T. P. Lampe, Hydrographic 
Office Engineers, and Mr. W. L. Rich- 
ardson, the Chief Photographer of the 
Navy, in an OL8. Five days were 
spent in covering the territory. 
_ The party succeeded in photograph- 
ing virtually every field and city in 
New England, in spite of unfavorable 
weather.

AERONAUTICAL NOTES 





N ADDITION to the smashing of the 

refueling endurance record by the 
Ryan Monoplane, Fort Worth, news 
despatches from abroad tell of other 
marks that appear to have fallen in 
the onrush of development in material 
and personnel. From Dessau, Ger- 
many, comes word that Willy Neun- 
hofer climbed his Junker low wing 
monoplane to a new high record of 
41,000 feet. It was his second at- 
tempt, an earlier effort having failed 
when his oxygen tube broke. 

Should his record be approved by 
the Federation Internationale Aeronau- 
tique it would be considerably greater 
than the present official international 
record of 11,710 meters established at 
the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, by 
Lt. C. C. Champion. Champion’s rec- 
ord was bettered by Lt. Apollo Soucek 
on May 8 flying the same plane from 
the same station. Soucek’s record was 
approved by the National Aeronautic 
Association but has not yet been sanc- 
tioned by the international body. 
However, it falls 1,860 feet short of 
Neunhofer’s mark. 

The speed record for land planes 
without pay load for a distance of 
5,000 kilometers also appears to be 
about to change hands. The present 
record of 86,479 miles an hour was set 
by the Italians Ferrarin and Del 
Prete. On May 26, however, Majors 
Weiss and Grier, of the French mili- 
tary air force,.laid claim to the 5,000 
kilometer speed record, giving their 
speed as 116.7 miles an hour. They 
flew over a triangular course of about 
100 miles between Etampes, Chartres 
and Orleans. 


July 1 will see 224 students start- 
ing an eight month’s course of flying 
training at the two primary flying 
schools of the Army Air Corps at 
Brooks Field, San Antonio, Tex., and 
March Field, Riverside, Calif.

AJ. GEN. HARRY A. SMITH, U. 
s. A., Commander of the 7th Corps 
Area, Omaha, Nebr., who died May 26, 
1929, at Omaha, was born in Kansas 


on June 18, 1866. He was a graduate 


of the U. S. Military Academy, Class 
of 1891, and attained the grade of ma- 
jor general on Sept. 24, 1926. 

Gen. Smith had a distinguished rec- 
ord of service in the World War, the 
Cuban and Philippine campaigns and 
the Vera Cruz occupation. During the 
Jatter campaign, he was in charge of 
the legal and police departments of the 
occupation forces. Following the ar- 
mistice in 1918, Gen. Smith, then a 
brigadier general of the National Army, 
was placed in charge of civil affairs in 
the section of Germany occupied by the 
American forces. He served in that 
capacity until July, 1919, when he was 
detailed to the post of Assistant Com- 
mandant of the War College. 

Funeral services were held at the 
First Presbyterian Church in Omaha at 
11:30 a. m., Wednesday, May 29. The 
body was forwarded for interment, to 
Gen. Smith’s old home, Atchison, Kans., 
immediately after the services. 


Funeral services for the late Capt. 
Wallace Bertholf, U. S. N., who died 
at the Naval Hospital, San Diego, 
Calif., on March 25, were held on May 
31 at Arlington National Cemetery. 


Capt. Horace Parker McIntosh, U. S. 
N., ret., for many years authority of 
the Navy on hydrographics, died at the 
U. S. Naval Hospital, Washington, D. 
C., May 25, 1929. Funeral services 
were held at the Chapel of John R. 
Wright in Washington on Tuesday af- 
ternoon at 4 o’clock and interment was 
at Arlington National Cemetery, Va., 
at 10:30 a. m., Wednesday. 

Capt. McIntosh was born in Indiana, 
January 12, 1852, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from the sixth 
district of that State. After graduat- 
ing from the Academy in 1871 he saw 
service for many years on some of 
the most picturesque ships of the “old 
Navy,” including the Kearsage of Civil 
War fame and the old frigate Califor- 
nia. He was also aboard the Talos at 
the first opening of the Yangtze River 
in China to foreigners in 1873. 

From 1882 to 1885 Capt. Mcfntosh 
was attached to the Hydrographic Bu- 
reau of the Navy Department, and was 
placed in charge of the office of hydro- 
graphics in San Francisco in 1888. It 








was while at this post that he prepared | 
the first of the monthly pilot charts, | 
which are universally used throughout | 


the Navy today. In 1892 Capt. Mc- 


Intosh was placed on the retired list, | 


due to eye trouble, but was recalled to 
the service during the Spanish Waf and 
placed in charge of the officers’ detail 
in the Bureau of Navigation. 

At the close of the war, he was placed 
in charge of the hydrographic office in 
Galveston, Tex., where he remained 
until October, 1900, when he was sent 
to Chile by the Navy as hydrographic 
engineer. He served in this capacity 
with the rank of captain in the Chilean 
Navy from 1900 to 1903, when he re- 
turned to the United States to serve 
in the Bureau of Navigation until his 
retirement in 1912. 

Capt. McIntosh had been for many 
years a thirty-third degree Mason and 
was a member of Hope Lodge, No. 20, 
of Washington. 

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. Ella 
Chafee McIntosh, and a son, Capt. K. 
C. McIntosh, Supply Corps, U. S. N. 

Capt. J. Hamilton Tomb, father of 
Capt. J. Harvey Tomb, and Capt. Wil- 
liam V. Tomb, U. S. N., ret., passed 
away on May 25, 1929, in his ninety- 
first year, at Jacksonville, Fla., after 
a short illness of pneumonia. 

Capt. Tomb, as Chief Engineer in the 
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Honors Veterans Sons 

ENATOR WALSH of Massachusetts 

introduced a bill this week which 
would authorize the appointment of 
cadets at the Military Academy and 
midshipmen at the Naval Academy 
from among the sons of veterans of all 
wars. 

In a statement accompanying the bill 
Senator Walsh said: “Under an act of 
Congress approved June 8, 1926, the 
President was authorized to appoint as 
cadets to the United States Military 
Academy from the sons of officers, sol- 
diers, sailors, and marines who were 
killed in action or died prior to July 
2, 1891, of wounds’ received or disease 
contracted during the World War. 
Similar provisions were made for the 
appointment of midshipmen to the 
United States Naval Academy. 

“Since the passage of this act there 
have been but few applicants and still 
fewer admissions to the Military Acad- 
emy or the Naval Academy under its 
provisions. 

“In 1927 five candidates qualified 
and were admitted to the United States 
Military Academy as cadets. In 1928 
five candidates were appointed to take 
the examination, but three failed to re- 
port and two others failed mentally. In 
1929 seven candidates were appointed 
to take the examination and only one 
of these qualified. 

“In 1927 there were five applicants 
to the Naval Academy and two quali- 
fied. In 1928 there were six applicants 
and five qualified. In 1929 there were 
five applicants and four qualified. 

“The bill which I have introduced 
(S. 1318) provides for the extension of 
the provision of the law of 1926 to the 
sons of all who served for 90 days or 
more, in any war, and were honorably 
discharged. 





“Cantigny Day” at Hamilton

Financial Digest 
By A Market Expert — 
| Aesescaeee D operations during 1928 
are the subject of a recent issue 
of A Fortnightly Review, issued by the 
G. M.-P. Murphy and Co.: 

The distinctive feature for which rail- 
road operation during 1928 will remain 
notable is the sharp recovery in traffic 
during the last six months of the year, 
reversing almost exactly the trend wit- 
nessed in 1927. For the full year, car- 
loadings were slightly below the previous 
year and approximately 2.8 per cent be- 
low the recent traffic peak in 1926, but in 
net ton-miles, the record of 1928 was 
above all previous performance with the 
single excepton of 1926. 

In operating efficiency, the railroads 
again made a new high record, and it 
was primarily due to this efficiency that 
net railway operating income scored a 
gain of almost one hundred million dol- 
lars over the previous year. Due partly 
to the heavy decline in passenger reve- 
nue, however, the rail net of 1928 did 
not exceed that of two years previous. 
Of a total decrease in gross compared 
with 1926 of $283,000,000 passenger reve- 
nue accounted for $143,000,000, while 
from 1920 to 1928 actual revenue passen- 
ger-miles showed a total decline of 32.8 
per cent. As a result of continued heavy 
investment of the carriers in their prop- 
erties, the rate of return on investment, 
although it increased over 1927 levels, 
was still below both 1926 and 1925. In 
no year since the return of the car- 
riers to private ownership has the rate of 
return for the industry as a whole reach- 
ed the level of 5 3-4 per cent contem- 
plated by the Transportation Act. The 
return for last year of 4.65 per cent on 
book investment was more than a full per 
cent below the figure established by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission under 
the Act.

Court Denies Citizenship

ance, because, as far as I can find out, 
there is nothing that I could be com- 
pelled to do that I can not do... . With 
reference to spreading propaganda 
among the women throughout the coun- 
try about my being an uncompromising 
pacifist and not willing to fight, I am 
always ready to tell anyone who wants 
to hear it that I am an uncompromising 
pacifist and will not fight. In my writ- 
ings and in my lectures I take up the 
question of war and pacifism if I am 
asked for that.” 

Except for eligibilty to the Presi- 
dency, naturalized citizens stand on the 
same footing as do native born citizens. 
All alike owe allegiance to the Govern- 
ment, and the Government owes to 
them the duty. of protection. These 
are reciprocal obligations and each is 
a consideration for the other. Luria v. 
United States, 231 U. S. 9, 22. But 
aliens can acquire such equality only by 
naturalization according to the uniform 
rules prescribed by the Congress. They 
have no natural right to become citi- 
zens, but only that which is by statute 
conferred upon them. Because of the 
great value of the privileges conferred 
by naturalization, the statutes prescrib- 
ing qualifications and governing pro- 
cedure for admission are to be con- 
strued with definite purpose to favor 
and support the Government. And, in 
order to. safeguard against admission 
of those who are unworthy or who for 
any reason fail to measure up to re- 
quired standards, the law puts the bur- 
den upon every applicant to show by 
satisfactory evidence that he has the 
specified qualifications. 

May Submit Petition. 

Every alien claiming citizenship is 
given the right to submit his petition 
and evidence in support of it. And, if 
the requisite facts are established, he 
is entitled as of right to admission. On 
application. for. naturalization the 
court’s function is to “receive the testi- 
mony, to compare it with the law, and 
to judge on both law and fact.” ; We 
quite recently declared that: “Citizen- 
ship is a high privilege and when 
doubts exist concerning a grant of it, 
generally at least, they should be re- 
solved in favor of the United States 
and against the claimant.” And when, 
upon a fair consideration of the evi- 
dence adduced upon an application for 
citizenship, doubt remains in the mind 
of the court as to any essential matter 
of fact, the United States is entitled 
to the benefit of such doubt and the 
application should be denied. 

That it is the duty of citizens by force 
of arms to defend our government 
against all enemies whenever necessity 
arises in a fundamental principle of 
the Constitution. 

The common defense was one of the 
purposes for which the people ordained 
and established the Constitution. It 
empowers Congress to provide for such 
defense, to declare war, to raise and 
support armies, to maintain a Navy, 
to make rules for the government and 
regulation of the land and naval forces, 
ete. This Court, speaking through 
Chief Justice White, in the Selective 
Draft Law Cases, said; that “the very 
conception of a just government and 
its duty to the citizen includes the 
reciprocal obligation of the citizen to 
render military service in case of need. 

Whatever tends to lessen the willing- 
ness of citizens to discharge their duty 
to bear arms in the country’s defense 
detracts from the strength and safety 
of the Government. And their opinions 
and beliefs as well as their behavior 
indicating a disposition to hinder in the 
verformance of that duty are subjects 
of inquir:7, under the statutory provis- 
ions governing naturalization and are 
of vital importance, for if all or a large 
number of citizens oppose such de- 
fense the “good order and happiness” 
of the United States can not long en- 
dure. And it is evident that the views 
of applicants for naturalization in re- 
spect of such matters may not be dis- 
regarded. The influence of conscien- 
tious objectors against the use of mili- 
tary force in defense of the principles 
of our Government is apt to be more 
detrimental than their mere refusal to 
bear arms. The fact that, by reason 
of sex, age or other cause, they may 
be unfit to serve does not lessen their 
purpose or power to influence others. 
It is clear from her own statements 
that the declared opinions of respon- 
dent as to armed defense by citizens 
against enemies of the country were 
directly pertinent to the investigation 
of her application. 

Possessed Qualifications. 
The record shows that respondent 


strongly desires to become a citizen. 
She is a linguist, lecturer and writer; 
she is well educated and accustomed 
to discuss governments and civic af-

fairs. Her testimony should be con- 
sidered having regard to her interest 
and disclosed ability correctly to ex- 
press herself. Her claim at the hear- 
ing that she possessed the required 
qualifications and was willing to take 
the oath was much impaired by other 
parts of her testimony. Taken as a 
whole it shows that her objection to 
military service rests on reasons other 
than mere inability because of her sex 
and age personally to bear arms. Her 
expressed willingness to be treated as 
the Government dealt with conscien- 
tious objectors who refused to take up 
arms in the recent war indicates that 
she deemed herself to belong to that 
class. The fact that she is an uncom- 
promising pacifist with no sense of 
nationalism but only a cosmic sense 
of belonging to the human family jus- 
tifies belief that she may be opposed 
to the use of military force as contem- 
plated by our Constitution and laws. 
And her testimony clearly suggests 
that she is disposed to exert her power 
to influence others to such opposition. 

A pacifist in the general sense of the 
word is one who seeks to maintain 
peace and to abolish war. Such pur- 
poses are in harmony with the Consti- 
tution and policy of our Government. 
But the word is also used and under- 
stood to mean one who refuses or is 
unwilling for any purpose to bear arms 
because of conscientious considerations 
and who is disposed to encourage others 
in such refusal. And one who is with- 
out any sense of nationalism is not 
well bound or held by the ties of af- 
fection to any nation or government. 
Such persons are liable to be incapable 
of the attachment for and devotion to 
the principles of our Constitution that 
is required of aliens seeking naturaliza- 
tion. 

It is shown by official records and 
everywhere well known that during 
the recent war there were found 
among those who described themselves 
as pacifists and conscientious objectors 
many citizens—though happily a min- 
ute part of all—who were unwilling to 
bear arms in that crisis and who re- 
fused to obey the laws of the United 
States and the lawful commands of its 
officers and encouraged such disobedi- 
ence in others. Local boards found it 
necessary to issue a great number of 
noncombatant certificates, and several 
thousand who were called to camp 
made claim because of conscience for 
exemption from any form of military 
service. Several hundred were con- 
victed to imprisonment for offenses in- 
volving disobedience, desertion, propa- 
ganda and sedition. It is obvious that 
the acts of such offenders evidence a 
want of that attachment to the princi- 
ples of the Constitution of which the 
applicant is required to give affirma- 
tive evidence by the Naturalization Act. 

The language used by respondent to 
describe her attitude in respect of the 
principles of the Constitution was 
vague and ambiguous; the burden was 
upon her to show what she meant and 
that her pacifism and lack of nationalis- 
tic sense did not oppose the principle 
that it is a duty of citizenship by force 
of arms when necessary to defend the 
country against all enemies, and that 
her opinions and beliefs would net pre- 
vent or impair the true faith and alle- 
giance required by the Act. She failed 
to do so. The District Court was bound 
by the law to deny her application.
